The Governor was introduced to the Joint Assembly and delivered the fol- 
lowing message: 


MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR 


GENTLEMEN OF THE FOURTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF 
MONTANA: 

By direction of the Constitution of, this State, I have the honor to submit 
for your consideration my views relative to some of the important questions 
bearing upon the welfare of the commonwealth. In all new States many 
problems must remain unsolved until experience has ripened the judgment of 
the people, and pointed out the way to their intelligent solution. Montana is 
no exception to the rule. Upon the threshold of Statehood our law-makers 
are confronted by questions of vast importance to the future. The transition 
from territorial life into the broader functions of the State involved responsi- 
bilities of a far-reaching character. New laws, new methods, new institu- 
tions, new enterprises for the present and new hopes for the future had to be 
considered by those delegated with the responsible duties of the Legislative 


Assembly. Much of this work has been done, more remains to be done, and. 


upon you, gentlemen of this honorable body, rest responsibilities that I am 
sure will be honorably met and intelligently discharged. 

I shall feel honored if any suggestions herewith submitted aids you in any 
manner to reach satisfactory conclusions in the work before you. Any in- 
formation attainable by the Executive Office, bearing cn questions to which 


_you must address yourselves, will be most cheerfully furnished you. E con- 
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gratulate you that Montana has weathered the late financial storm more suc- 
cessfully than most of her sister states, and I believe, with prudent and care- 
ful legislation her recovery from the shock of unwise congressional action, 
may be speedy and complete. As the Honored Representativs of the people 
of this State, astheaccredited agents of thetax-payers whose best intersts you 
are to serve, I congratulate them and you that the opportunity has come to 
rectify that which experience may have proven to be unwise, and to promote 
the welfare of the commonwealth by wholesome legislation for the future.

STATE OFFICERS. 


I cannot speak too highly of the efficient and careful manner in which the 
several State officers have discharged their responsible duties. Their duties 
have in some cases, necessitated long hours and overwork, on account of the 
lack of sufficient clerical help. I also wish to commend the assistants and 
clerks of the various departments of the State Government. 


DEFERRED REPORTS. 


Several State reports containing important recommendations will be placed 
in your hands at a later date. The brief time between the closing of the fiscal © 


year and the convening of this body makes it impossible to prepare and pub- 
lish all the State reports with the limited clerical help in most of the State 
offices I regret that I cannot in this connection, make reference to many im- 
portant suggestions contained in these reports, but I bespeak for them your 
careful consideration. This is especially true of the work of the Attorney 
General. This officer is conspicuous in his untiring devotion to the duties of 
his important position, and has rendered faithful service.to the State in sea- 
son and out of season. A complete report of his work would be found of great 
value to you in discharging the responsibilities that rest upon you as law- 
makers. 


CORRUPT PRACTICE ACT 


The corrupt use of money in elections should be prevented by stringent 
laws. In no other way can the evil be abated. The collection of campdign 
funds of political committees to meet the demands made upon them by politi- 
cal mercenaries has grown into an abuse of the most disgusting character. 
Poor men, however, well qualified for and whatever their personal merits, 
often find themselves seriously crippled financially at the end of a campaign 
on account of the campaign expenses they are compelled to meet. To such 
an extent has this evil grown in all political parties that the ability of an as- 
pirant for office to contribute liberally to a campaign fund is often a more in-` 
fluential factor in securing his nomination then actual merit. Candidates for 
office should be protected from the exactions of committees, as well as from 
those who, upon varions pretexts, seek to secure money as the price of their 
political support. The expenditures of a canditate for political purposes 
should be rigidly limited and strictly defined, thus affording protection to the 
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honest man who is nominated for .office, and protecting the public from the 
designs of dishonest nominees. The importance of a Corrupt Practice Act, 
which will eliminate money as a factor in determining the results of an elec- 
tion in which public interests are involved, cannot be too seriously considered 
nor can such a provision be too promptly enacted into law. The broader and 
higher interests of the State imperatively demand that character and ability 
be made the basis of political suecess. 


BALLOT REFORM. 


Two years ago [recommended such changes in theAustralian ballot law as 
would place the names of party candidates in separate columns, and thus en- 


able the voter to vote his entire party ticket with one mark if he so desires, 


but allowing him the privilege of marking in detail. I again eall the atten- 
tion of the Legislative Assembly to the desirability of this change in the bal- 
lot. It is a fact repeatedly demonstrated that the position of a candidates 
name with reference to the alphabet often determines the question of his elec- 
tion or defeat, and so thoroughly is this understood in some localities that a 
candidates initial letter has no little influence in a nominating convention. 
Additional safeguards to insure secrecy to the voter and honesty on the part 
of judges of election as well as to shield the ballot-box from the machinations 
of designing men,should be thrown around the voting system now in vogue 
in this State. The illiterate voter should exercise the high prerogative of a 
citizen, not by the use of cards and devices and explanations that rob his bal- 
lot of the secrecy intended by the law, but by a simplifieation of the ballot 
itself that will prevent confusion, and enable him to vote his principles with- 
out the intervention of interested parties. It should be made a crime for any 
election officer to seek to ascertain what the action of a voter has been, and 
judges of election should be prohibited from entering the booth with an illit- 
erate voter, or marking his ticket except in the presence of the other judges. 


THE CODE. 


I want to emphasize the importance of the adoption of the Code. It should 
be adopted as a whole, in order that its harmony be not destroyed, and re- 


vised as the wisdom of the Legislative Assembly may direct. The well-. 


known ability of each member of the code commission is a guarantee that 
nearly every requirement within its field of labor will be satisfactorily met. 


CREE INDIANS. 


Several hundrd Cree Indians rove at large within the borders of this State. 
They are wards of the British Government, and claim to be political refugees 


who participated in the Riel Rebellion. Every effort to induce these Indians 
to voluntarily leave the State has proved unavailing, and I have tried in vain 


to enlist the Federal Government in the matter of their removal. Under _ 


treaty stipulations the federal authorities refused to interfere, there being 
no well-defined precedent to govern their action in a case of this character; 
therefore no relief can be expected from that quarter. The Government also 
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refuses to set apart any portion of the public domian as a reservation for 
them,.thus compelling the State to deal with the wards of a foreign nation. 
Evidence is accumulating to the effect that these Indians are a constant me- 
nace to our stock interests and our game preserve, respecting no law passed 
for the protection of those interests when it serves their purpose to violate 
the law. ` 

In the nature of things it is practically impossible to reach individual mem- 
bers of the trib@ in order to mete cut the punishment prescribed by law 
through the ordinary processes of the eourts. Isolated cabins have been 
rifled and acts of violence have been perpetrated by the Crees, while it is uni- 
versally understood that the practices and ceremonies of the tribe are for- 
eign to civilization and repulsive to our people. The only way to abate the nui- 
sance into which the presence of the Indians has grown is to deal with them 
collectively, and, if possible, remove them from the State into the jurisdic- 
tion of the British Government. Unless this is done our game laws -will 
afford no protection to the game preserve, for the police power of the State 


would be inadequate to enforce the laws with wandering bands of Indians - 


engaged in hunting at all seasons of the year in sparsely settled districts. 
AS it is impossible to enlist the Federal Government in a movement to deport 
these Indians to the country to which they belong, it remains with the Legis- 
lative Assembly to provide ways and means for the solution of the problem, 
to the end that isolated settlers may not suffer financially from the depreda- 
tions of the Crees, and that the live-stock and game interest of Montana may 
receive the protection contemplated by the laws upon our statute books. I 
recommend the adoption cf such measures aS may be deemed necessary to 
effect these ends. ? 


GAME AND FISH WARDEN. 


Authority is vested in Boards of County Commissioners to appoint a Game 
and Fish Warden, upon petition. The law should þe so amended as to make 
the appointment of such an officer by hte Board, mandatory. In no other way 
can the laws for the protection of Game and Fish be enforced in all portions 
of the State. Laws of this character are of little benefit, unless observed in 
every locality.

STATE FINANCES. 


The total revenues of the State for 1893 amounted to $440,810.99, in 1894 
_the total revenues amounted to $406,119.26. a net decrease of $34,691.73. The 
falling off in receipts for ta | s was $11,276.69, while the loss in licenses reach- 
ed a total of $23,415.04. These figures taken from the report of the State 


Treasurer, would seem to indieate that Montana has suffered less from a de- ` 


pression of values than from a shrinkage in the volume of business transacted 
since the panic. The problem of increasing the revenues without imposing 
additional hardships upon the tax-payers on the one hand, or impairing the 
efficiency of the State Government on the other, is submitted to the wisdom 
of this honorable body. The affairs of State have been economically and 
prudently handled, that the best results might be attained with the minimum 
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expenditure of public funds. With reference to diminishing the expenses 
of the State, and increasing its revenues. I offer the following suggestions: 

1. In addition to the fees collected by the County Clerk of each County, 
a fee of fifty cents for recording each deed should be collected for the use and 
benefit of the State. 

2. The expenss incurred in selecting and platting lands for the several 
State institutions should be paid out of the several funds belonging to the 
same, and not out of the general fund of the State. This would effect a saving 
to the State of at least $6,000 per annum. 

8. The County Attorney is a County Officer, and his salary should be paid 
by the County as other local officers are paid. I recommend that steps be 
taken to effect a change in Sec. 19, Article VIII, of the Constitution, which 
provides that one-half the salary of the County Attorney be paid by the State 
a saving of more than $18,000 a year to the State could thus be effected. 
$ 4. The expenses of transporting inmates to the Reform School should be 
paid by the respective counties sending them, a saving to the State of about 
$5,000 per annum. The same rule applied to convicts would make an addi- 
tional saving of more than $11,000. If these regulations be not deemed ad- 
visable, I recommend a through investigation into the utility of a law dele- 
gating to institutions of this character the right to send after those consigned 
thereto, thus reducing the cost to actual expenses of transportation. Laws 
bearing on this matter should include the Deaf and Dumb School and the Or- 
phan Asylum, as well as the Reform School and Penitentiary. Judicious Leg- 
islation along these lines will effect a great saving to the State. 

5. The Secretary of State should be required to charge a fee of fifty cents 
per thousand on the capital stock of each corporation filing its certificate of 
incorporation. In round numbers the total capital stock of corporations filed 
for the year. 1894 amounted to $246,000,000. Had such a law been in force the 
State would have netted $123,000. Not only would the collection of this fee 
add materially to the revenues of the State, but its effect would be beneficial 
in that it would serve to check the tendency towards abnormal capitalization 
To deal fairly with all, however, under a law of this character, corporations 
having a capitalization exceeding $1,000,000 should not be required to pay 
more than-éxenty-five cents per $1,000 in excess of that amount, and perhaps 
no charge for filing shouic.xeeeed $1,000; otherwise a law calculated to in- 
crease the revenues of the State might prove prohibitive to large corpora- 
tions organized to develop the resources of the State to an extent beyond the - 
capacity of private capital 
_I have no doubt this intelligent body of law-makers, representative of the 
best citizenship of our respective counties, will grapple with the problems 
of State finances and reach a solution satisfactory to your constituents, and 
promotive of the best interests of the State. 


` ESTIMATE OF EXPENSES. 


It is made my duty by Article VII, Section 10 of the Constitution, to submit 
to the Legislative Assembly estimates of the amounts of money required to be 
raised by taxation for State purposes. The following estimates for the fiscal 
years ending December ist , 1895, and December Ist, 1896, respectively, are 
herewith laid before you:

UNUSED BALANCES. 


Section 2 of an act to appropriate money for the ordinary expenses of the 
State Government, approved March 6, 1891, (page 130, Second Session,) pro- 
vides that at the end of each fiscal year the unused money appropriated for 
any specific purpose shall be covered into the general fund. This provision 
works a hardship on the State, as it compels the expenditure of money with- 
in a specified time or its loss to the purpose named, thus in a great measure 
defeating the object of the appropriation.I recommend the repeal of Sec- 
tion two of this law; and that a provision be added to Section one of an Act 
to cover certain surplus moneys back into the State Treasury, approved 
March 7, 1891 (page 143 Second Session), making it lawful to use the balance 
in any fund at the expiration of the fiscal year, in defraying the expenses in- 
curred in either of the fiscal years for which the appropriation is made.

PROTECTION OF LIVE STOCK. 


The live stock industry of this State is entitled to the benefit of a carefully 
constructive and effective bounty law. It is believed that from 25 per cent. 
to 33 per cent. of the annual increase of our herds is destroyed by wolves and 
coyotes, that the percentage is growing rapidly, and that unless relief is af- 
forded, the live stock industry must be abandoned. There has been much 
experimental legislation along this line, productive of little good-to the stock 
interests, yet involving the expenditure of large sums of money. It was neces- 
sary in 1887 to reconvene the Legislature in extraordinary session, to repeal 
a bounty law that threatened to bankrupt the State. Two years ago I was 
compelled to withhold my approval of a bounty law passed by the Third Leg- 
islative Assembly on account of the condition of State finances, and because 
said law would have largely increasd the deficiency already existing by rea- 
son of outstanding unpaid bounty warrants, without a corresponding benefit 
to the stock interests. To be effective, a, bounty Jaw must not only pro- 
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vide for the destruction of stock-destroying animals, but must be so adjusted 
with reference to the State finances as to insure the prompt payment of 
those entitled to bounties under its provisions. A law that provides for the 
payment of bounties without creating a permanent fund from which these 
bounties can be paid, will necessarily be-of short duration, and whatever ben- 
efit has derived from the killing of animals under its provisions will soon 
be swept away. I recommend the enactment of a bounty law that will stim- 
ulate the destruction of wolves, from which our herds chiefly suffer, the re- 
peal of the bounty on bears and other animals not so destructive to stock, 
and the creation of a permanent fund to pay the warrants issued therefore. 

Such a fund can be provided for and maintained by setting apart five per 
cent of the licenses now retained by the counties, for stock purposes, to be 
consolidated with the sheep indemnity fund, to which the State can add by 
appropriation from $5,000 to $10,000. To illustrate: five per cent. of the licen- 
ses for the fiscal year will reach approximately $20,000; the one-half mill set 
apart for the sheep indemnity fund will reach $8,000; $10,000 added by appro- 
priation will make an aggregate sum of $38,000, from which amount $2,000, 
on an average, will be required to meet the actual demands on the sheep in- 
demnity fund, leaving a balance of $36,000 to be applied on bounties. The law 
of 1891 should be so amended as to provide for the counting and punching of 
the hides of stock-destroying animals by hte County Clerk, in the presence 
of the County Treasurer and the Clerk of the Courts, without compensation. 
A saving of 25 cents on each pelt could be effected thereby and the oppor- 
tunity for collusion done away with. If at the end of the fiscal year there 
should be any money remaining in this fund, it could be used to liquidate 
outstanding warrants that have been issued in payment of bounties should 
any part of the present deficiency of about $65,000 remain unpaid at the time. 
Should it be deemed necessary to still further strengthen this fund, the one- 
half mill levy made on live-stock under the provisions of Sec. 59, of the Fifth 
Division of the Genéral Laws could be increasd to one mill, This, added to 
a State appropriation of $10,000, would swell the bounty fund to such propor- 
tions as to make a bounty law effective in the highest possible degree as weil 
as to cancel the deficit existing under the present law. At the same time no 
appreciable burden would be laid upon the Treasury of the State. 

I concur in the view expressed by the Montana State Board of Stock Com- 
missioners that “the stock industry almost leads the industries of the State in 
the amount of revenue derived from it, and in the actual cash worth to the 
State, and it is deserving of radical protection from this most destructive 


evil.” 


Í STOCK INDEMNITY FUND. 

The laws, in regulating the levy and collection of the stock indemnity fund 
should be so amended as to more equitably distribute its burdens. It is evi- 
dent that some of the counties which pay the least into this fund realize the 
ehief benefits derived from it, thus taxing one community to aid another. 
While the general good of the commonwealth requires that one section of the 
State lend assistance to another, through equitable forms of taxation, care 
should be taken to so adjust the levy and collection of such taxes as to inflict 
the ldast possible hardship upon those communities that derive but little 


benefit. 
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To keep contagious diseases under control, they must be dealt with promptly 
in whatever county they occur, irrespective of its contribution to the stock in- 
demnity fund. In no other way can the stock interests of the State be properly 
protected. Nevertheless, it would seem inconsistent with the best interests 
of all, that counties making a large draft upon this fund be required to contri- 
bute liberally to it, in proportion to the magnitude of its live stock interests. 
It has been suggested that this levy should be made equal in all counties, or 
collected in none. 


STATE LAND AGENT. 


The important duties and responsibilities of the office of State Land Agent 
have been ably handled during the past two years by R. O. Hickman, whose 
knowledge of the State eminently qualifies him for that position. Visiting 
remote portions of the State, selecting lands under the federal grant, involves 
much of exposure and danger, and it is with pain that I advert to the misfor- 
tune that overtook Mr. Hickman while in the discharge of his duty. While 
selecting lands in unfrequented portions of the State, he was thrown from his 
horse and so seriously injured as to cause the loss of his right arm, and it was 
only through the most careful treatment that his life was saved. There are 
heroes in the triumphs of peace, as well as in the conquests of war, and Mr. 
Hickman is one of them. Men who suffer afflictions apt this character, while 
diligently pursuing the line of duty, are entitled to honorable mention, and 
the esteem and respect of their fellow-men. 


REGISTER OF THE STATE LAND OFFICE. 


The business of the State Board of Land Commissioners is eonstantly in- 


creasing and will continue to increase steadily for years to come. The cash: 


receipts for the fiscal year ending Dec. 1, 1893, were $32,453.60, while the re- 
ceipts for this year were $56,444.65, an increase of 74 per cent. The Enabling 
Act granted to the State of Montana for educational and other, purposes 622,- 
000 acres, in addition’to sections 16 and 36 in every township, a grant to the 
public schools of over 5,000,000 acres when the entire State shall have been 
surveyed. We have also 46, 080 acres of University land, granted before the 
admission of the State. Of the 622,000 acres above referred to, 336 (04,21 
acres have been selected, but owing to defective provisions of law regarding 
appraisal, only a relatively small proportion has yet been appraised and of- 
fered for sale. 

In view of the size of the Land Grant to Montana, and the rapidly increas- 
ing volume of business, I recommend the creation of the Office of Register of 
the State Land Office.It should be his duty to conduct frequent sales of land 
to cause the removal of persons occupying State lands without authority, and 
to receive, account for, and transmit to the State Treasurer all moneys arising 
from the sales and leases. 

A Register of the State Land Office, with similar duties and powers to those 
appointed in other western states, would not only expedite business, a cour- 
tesy due all having business with the office, and relieve the State Officers of 
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already onerous duties, but would earn for our State institutions many thou- 
sands of dollars more each year than could otherwise be realized. 

Reference need only be made to the fact that each member of the Board of 
Land Commissioners is a State Official, delegated with other important duties 
which cannot be neglected, to indicate the necessity of an officer who can give 
his undivided attention to the pressing and ever-growing needs of the Land 
Department. The large number of boards of which each State officer is made a 
member under the Constitution and the laws, makes it impossible for them to 
collectively give the attention to the details of the land business which ‘their 
importance demands, and which cannot legally be placed in the hands of a 
clerk with power to act.

APPRAISING STATE LANDS. 
I recommend the enactment of a law authorizing the State Land Agent to 


appraise lands under the direction of the State Board of Land Commissioners. ` 


The present method is expensive, inaccurate, cumbersome, and in every way 
unsatisfactory. There are large tracts of unappraised land in various sec- 
tions of the State, which, by right, ought to be in the market for lease or sale, 
thus insuring a much larger income to our State institutions. 

A State Land Agent, properly qualified for the duties of his position, can 
more intelligently appraise lands than inexperienced parties, or those who 
might be affected by local influence in passing judgment thereon. These lands 
could be appraised by this officer with very little additional expense, ° 


MINERAL LANDS. 


I recommend to your serious consideration the gravity of the situation that 
now confronts us relative to the mineral lands lying within the grant of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Co. The hostility of the Interior Department threat- 
ens to neutralize the effect of the decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States and by rulings so framed as to facilitate the securing of patents of these 
lands by the railway company,_to render ineffective the precedents establish- 
ed by the Court. Pending the consideration of a bill in the Senate to ascer- 
tain by legitimate methods the mineral or non-mineral charact@& of the land 
in controversy, in order that the rights of the people on the one hand, and the 
rights of the corporation on the other, may be equitably determined, the In- 
terior Department has decided that the Corporation may itself, through its 
agents, classify the lands. Thousands of acres of land lying within the min- 
eral belts of this State have already been selected by the Company under this 
ruling by the Department and the absorption of our mineral domain is threat- 
ened. Miners and prospectors can protect their interests under this ruling 
only at great expense, which few of them are able to meet, and the favorable 
consideration of their protests in the Local Land Office invites an appeal to 
the General Land Office, through which the rulings that have jeopardized 
their interests were issued. The magnitude of the danger to our mining in- 
terests cannot be over-estimated. Delay in the matter of favorable legislation 
means the patenting without protest of large tracts of our most valuable min- 
eral lands to the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, and the loss of untold 
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millions to our people. The inportance of promptly memorializing the Senz 
ate of the United States, urging the immediate passage of the House Bill now 
before it ,above referred to,cannot be too strongly emphasized. I earnestly 
recommend that the oftice of Mineral Land Commissioner be continued. But 
for the work possible under the law creating that office, the mineral lands of 
Montana would ere this have been lost to the people of this progressive com- 
monwealth, and the investments of years wrested from the toiling prospectors 
and miners who have so diligently fostered the industrial life of the State. 
Until the questions in issue shall have been definitely settled and the rights of 
the people confirmed in the mineral bearing sections of the public domain, the 
office of Mineral Land Commissioner cannot safely be dispensed with. 


MINING INDUSTRY. 


Remote from the seaboard, Montana’s prosperity in the future largely de- 
pends upon the strength and permanency of its home market. That which 
tends to develop and build up the mining interests of the State will assure, in 
turn, the ultimate adaptation of our vast tracts of fertile lands to the pur- 
poses of agriculture. It becomes the duty of our law-makers to encourage the 
mining industry in every practicable way, as the basis of our industrial ad- 
vancement. Gold mining hs taken on new life, and the product has largely 
increased during the past two years, yet, in the nature of things, the building 
up of populous mining camps, with all that it implies to the State, is more de- 
pendent upon silver mining; and the fight made against the white metal by 
the allied money powers of the old world and the new has seriously crippled 
the industry of its production. In addition to the industrial depression that 
afflicts the entire country and paralyzes to a great degree the business in- 
terests of all sections of the land caused by the demonitization of silver, Mon- 
tana, as a producer of that metal, has been made to suffer by the destruction 
of our chief industry. The fight on silver has closed our largest mines and 
indefinitely tied up vast amounts of capital invested in expensive machinery; 
an army of intelligent workingmen, with pleasant homes and a hopeful fu- 
ture, have been thrown out of employment, and a blight visited upon all local- 
ties dependent upon this industry for the support of their business interests. 


Here and there mines producing exceptionalky high grade ore are able, by 


economical management, to remain open with comparatively small forces of 
men; but silver mining, as an industry of vast importance to the State, has 
been ruined by the unjust legislation that eliminated silver from its rightful 
position as a money metal. Until silver is rehabilitated, and free coinage at 
a ratio of 16 to 1 is re-established, the mining industry in Montana cannot 
hope to realize its possibilities. 

The history of the past year, characterized by a panic of phenominal pro- 
portions, by business depression and industrial ruin in all parts of the Repub- 
lic, by armies of unemployed men begging bread upon the highways, and by 
threatened violation of the peace and dignity of the State, is an object lesson 
to the American Nation that should find speedy recognition in re-consecrating 
to the purposes of commerce and trade the money of the Constitution. That 
which would revive the industrial life of Montana would in a greater degree 
bring prosperity and happiness to the homes of her sister States and renew 
the prosperity of the Republic. I doubt not this honorable body representa- 
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tive of every interest that can be conserved by legislation in this State, will 
voice its sentiments in a memorial to Congress, praying for the honest treat- 
ment of silver. 
It is the prayer of every patriotic citizen in this commonwealth that the time 
may not be far distant when the interest of the Republic may he served, and 
the prosperity of our beloved State assured, by the free coinage of the white 
metal. In the meantime the welfare of our State demands the liberal treat- 
ment of the mining interests by the law-makers of Montana, that present dis- 
couragements may be tempered by brighter hopes for the future. 


UNITED STATES SENATORS. 


Among your important duties will be the election of two United States Sen- 
ators one for the regular term beginning March 4, 1895, and one to fill a va- 
caney caused by the failure of the Third Legislative Assembly to elect. I 
trust these duties may be harmoniously discharged, and the best interests of 
the State served by your action. 


LABOR. 


Every year adds to the industrial prominence of this State, and the devel- 
opment of our splendid resources goes steadily on. Were it not for the un- 
wise and unpatriotic legislation that crippled the silver industry of Montana. 
and practically ruined inyestors'in sheep, no State in the Union would afford 
larger opportunities for labor in thediversified pursuits incident tothe general 
prosperity than we would enjoy. The sentiment respecting the rights of labor 
is a healthy one, elevating in its tone and well calculated to buil? up commu- 
nities of happy and independent people by recognizing that “the laborer 
is worthy of his hire.” Although misunderstandings arise, inimical to the in- 
terests of both capital and labor, in some instances working injustice upon 
the people, the interrelations of employer and employe have, as a rule, con- 
formed to thè best interests of each, in this respect setting an example before 


the industrial world of infinite advantage to both. Laws responsive to these ` 


sentiments will jealously guard the rights of all.

: IMMIGRATION. 


In the creation of a Bureau of Agriculture, Labor and Industry, the State 
recognized the necessity of systematic effort in the line of promoting immi- 
gration, as the only way in which our resources could be properly developed 
and the commonwealth enriched. Notwithstanding the financial depression 
this Bureau has done excellent work in the collection of statistical matter 
concerning all branches of industrial life in this State, and in the diffusion of 
such information elsewhere. Montana has undoubtedly profited largely 
through the instrumentality of the Bureau, and seed is being sown from 
which a rich harvest will be reaped. The affairs of this office have been con- 
ducted in a most satisfactory and economical manner by the present Commis- 
sioner, and Feall attention to the recommendations made in his annual report. 
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In nod way can immigration be promoted to better advantage than by accord- 
ing to this Department sufficient support to enable it to carry out the plans 
and objects incident to its-work, that it may in all respects be made effective 
as similar bureaus in other States. 


IRRIGATION. 


The irrigation of the arid lands of Montana is a question that calls for the 
best thought of law-makers. Numberless plans have been proposed and dis- 
cussed for the proper distribution for an adequate water supply upon these 

lands, that their remarkable fertility may be utilized for the benefit of those 
who seek homes within our border. Private capital is not equal to the burden 
of reclaiming such vast tracts. I am firmly convinced that it is the duty of the 
general government to aid in adapting the arid belt to the purposes of civili- 
zation and that appropriations for this purpose should be made, Deference 
to an unwarranted prejudice against enlarging the agricultural area has done 
much, doubtless, to prevent favorable Congressional action along this line. 
Our interests have been further prejudiced by the efforts of those who would 
delegate to the several States the entire responsibility in this matter, and re- 
lieve Congress of a plain duty that it owes to the west in the distribution of 
funds for purposes of internal improvements. The States vitally interested 
jn the arid domain should memorialize Congress to carefully consider advan- 
tages that would accrue to the Government in the reclamation of these lands 
in affording homes for the surplus population of the over-crowded cities of 
the east. I would impress upon you the desirabilityof such legislative action as 
will, in the meantime, encourage irrigation enterprises within the State. In 
so doing I respectfully call your attention to a paragraph bearing on this ques- 
tion from my message to the Third Legislative Assembly, as follows: 

“While legislation should deal liberally with a question of such supreme im- 
portance to the future of the State, too many safeguards cannot be thrown 
around the rights of the citizens, or too ample protection be given the settler 
who is dependent upon irrigation systems. Corporations encouraged by leg- 
islation to push forward irrigation schemes, should not be permitted to absorb 
the public domain on the one hand, or the income of the settler on the other, 
The charges made by companies owning ditches and canals should be regu- 
lated by law.” 

The most practicable way of dealing with the irrigation question at the 
present time seems to be the utilization of the provisions of the Carey law. 
Under this law the State of Montana may select for reclamation one million 
acres of government land which the Interior Department will withdraw from 
settlement under the desert and homestead laws. To provide for the selec- 
tion of this land, and the encouragement of construction companies to build 
canals, that cheap homes may be prepared for thousands of the unemployed 
workingmen of the east, are, in my judgment the wisest steps you can take 
in solving one feature of this vexed problem. To irrigate these lands and sell 
them at a nominal price, guaranteeing the control of the canals to the people 
who acquire the lands, after the water rights shall have been paid for, will 
insure to Montana a substantial increase of population, and lay the founda- 
tions for increased revehues to the State. The successful carrying out of 
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this plan might induce Congress to extend furtber aid in the same direction, 
and thus convert all desirable portions of the arid belt into a productive do- 
main. + aa 
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l MIDWINTER FAIR. 


The fair held in San Francisco during the past year afforded an opportunity 
for Western States to advertise their resources which could not be overlook- 
ed without less of prestige. Had Montana alone refused to participate in 
this exhibition, our State would have lost the benefits of comparing her min- 

oe eral resources with less favored candidates for public attention, but would 
have suffered from the imputation of inability to properly advertise her mani- 
fold advantages to the world. It was deemed best to make an exhibition at 
the Midwinter Fair creditable to the State. No public funds were available 
for this purpose, but the necessary money was advanced by public spirited 
citizens of the State. 

Through the energetic efforts and economical management of Hon. Thos. G. 
Merrill, who served as Commissioner without expense to the State, the money 
was collected and the expenditures kept within the amount raised.Montana’s 
mineral exhibit carried off the honors of the fair and was of inestimable value 
fo the State in advertising the possibilities of its mining industry. The amount 
subscribed-was $4,205, while the expense incurred was a little less than $4,000

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SITES FOR EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS. 


The State has secured title to 180 acres of land in Bozeman for the Agri- 
cultural College; to forty acres in Missoula for the University; to ten acres in 
Dillon for the Normal School. The Board of Trustees of the School of Mines 
have selected 4.81 acres in Butte, but title has not yet passed to the State. It 


is a matter of regret that the State bas been financially unable to erect suit- ` 


able buildings for the Institutions, or to provide'for their maintenance. The 
aggregate appropriations exceeded the revenues by about $200,000, and 
therefore it was impossible to carry into effect the intentions of the last Leg- 
islative Assembly. With the exception of the Agricultural College, noue of 
these Schools have been opened. The work of this College is being success- 
fully carried on in a building provided by the citizens of Bozeman. The lib- 
erality with which the Federal Government provides for Agricultural Col- 
leges has proved of great benefit in this case. The withdrawal of this support 
by Congress is not improbable unless the State Government shows 4 corres- 
ponding interest in maintaining our Agricultural College. Montana can ill 
afford to lose this annuity, and I recommend that by prompt action nase 
support be given to this school. 


EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS 


Nothwithstanding the industrial depression through which Montana, in com- 
mon with her sister States, is passing, every patriotic citizen hopes that some 
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steps can be taken by this Legislature towards promoting the interests of 
our educational institutions. The State was unable to furnish the money ap- 
propriated for this purpose, as the general appropriations greatly exceeded 
the revenues from which the expenses of the State had to be met. Various 
plans have been suggested for the erection of necessary buildings and the 
maintenance of these schools, with reference to existing conditions, and to 
obviate if possible, vexatious delays in carring out the purposes of the laws 
that created them. 

At a recent session of the State Board of Education-the following resolution 
was adopted, after a thorough debate | as to the effectiveness of the plan Deo; 
posed: 

“Be it Resolved, That it is the sense of the State Board of Education that the 
Legislature should make some provision whereby buildings for the Agricul- 
tural College and Deaf and Dumb School may be erected from the sale or 
pledge of the land granted for that purpose by Section 17 of the Enabling Act 
that in view of the necessities of these institutions, we urge that action for 
relief be takeh at the earliest possible period; that we urge upon the Governor 
that this matter be brought to the attention of the Legislature in his forth- 
coming message.” 

In support of this resolution it was held that the Commissioner of the Gen- 
eral Land Office has decided that fifty thousand acres of the federal land 
grant made to this State is subject to disposal in any manner that the Legis- 
lature may direct, no price being stipulated at which it is to be sold. The 
argument was advanced that bonds could be issued on these fifty thousand 
acres, without submitting the proposition to the people, and that possibly the 
aggregate sum of say, one hundred thousand -dollars could be secured thereby 
However, the question of meeting the interest upon these bonds is one that 
cannot be too carefully considered. 

The executive committee of the Agricultural College suggests the following 

“First: A bond issue of $100,000 at five per cent. to be authorized, secured 
on 50,000 acres of the College Land Grant. Only $50,000 to be sold for at least 
two years. $ 

Second. The price at which these lands should be sold to be left to the dis- 
cretion of the State Board of Land Commissioners. 

Third. It shold be lawful to invest school and other public funds in said 
bonds. 

Fourth. An appropriation of $2,500 per annum for two years should be 
made to pay the interest on said bonds, unless a sufficient income was derived 
from the lands to meet such interest. l 

The committee adds, “This may be a crude scheme, but we have been un- 
able to dévise anything better.” 

With reference to this matter the report of the Special Committee of the 
Board of -Education, having under consideration section 17 of the Enabling 
Act, admitting Montana as a State says: 

“That after examination of said act your committee is of the opinion that the 
grant of land made by said section 17 of the said Act is without restriction 
upon the power of the Legislature to dispose of the said lands, and that it is 
within the power of the Legislature to dispose of any or sell all of said lands, 
granted by the said section for such price and upon such terms as the Legis- 
lature may provide.” 

Under the aforesaid section the Agricultural College receives 50,000 acres in 
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addition to the grant made in section 16 of the Hnabling Act, and the Deaf 
and Dumb Asylum received 50,000 acres. The other institutions also received 
large grants in addition to the one provided in section 16, including 150,000 
acres for public buildings at the State Capital. It was held by the Committee 

of the Board of Education that the lands referred to in Section 17 of the En- 
abling Act are not limited by the restrictions imposed upon the grants referred 

to in Section 16 of the same act, which lands cannot be sold for less than $10 
———-per acre. If this argument be tenable, and meets the favorable considera- 
tion of the courts, the way is open for the construction of the various State In- 
stitutions for which appropriations have heretofore been made. Upon ma- 
ture reflection, however, and after a careful investigation into the plan pro- 
posed, I am convinced that its immediate adoption is open to objection, for 

' the reason that only about 50 per cent of the land granted has been selected, 
and of that 50 per cent. only about 25 per cent has been approved by the Gen- 

< eral Land Office and Secretary of the Interior. The “clear lists” of patents 
are generally about two years behind the selections, owing to contests by 
homestead settlers, mineral claimants, and others. Take as an illustration 

- the grant for the Agricultural College: The entire grant is 140,000 acres, and 
of this amount 70,866.96 acres, or 50.6 per cent. have been selected. The 
State Board of Land Commissioners received December 24, 1894, “clear list” 
No. 2, for Agricultural College of 2,814.81 acres, which added to the acreage 
previously covered by list No. 1, gives us a total of only 20,869.07 acres actu- 
ally owned by the State, on which bonds could be issued. It is fair to assume 
that the selections for the Agricultural College comprise as good land as that 
allotted to the other grants and it is also fair to assume that until some com- 
prehensive system of irrigation shall have been inaugurated, this land cannot 
be considered worth more than $2.50 per acre on the average. From the fig- 
ures above given we see that the land owned by the State for the Agricultural 
College is worth only about $52,000. The State could not advantageously sell 
bonds covering more than one-third of the appraised value of the land, or, in 
this case, a little more than $17,000, a sum of no practical value in erecting 

buildings for the Agricultural College. 

It is to be hoped, however, that in the wisdom of this Assembly, plans for 
the speedy construction of the various State Institutions may be devised, and 


put into execution.

1 NATIONAL GUARD. 


The events of the recent past have demonstrated to the citizens of many 
states the advisability of properly sustaining the National Guard. These or- 
ganizations are useful in the preservation of peace, as well as in the suppres- 
sion of disorder. Under all circumstances the National Guard of this State 
have responded promptly to the call of duty, and have shown a rem arkable 
readiness to assume the responsibilities of the hour. To provide for better 
training in the line of field duty an appropriation was made by the Third Leg- 
islative Assembly for an annual encampment at Fort Ellis. By reason of 
the financial distress in 1893, I was compelled to issue orders abandoning the 
encampment for that year. In 1894, one was held, with the most beneficial 
results. I am sure liberal treatment of this branch of the government will 
inure to the best interests of the State should the necessity for its active ser- 
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vice arise. Your attention is called to the official report of the Ajutant-Gen- 
eral, and the recommendations therein contained for the promotion of the effi- 
ciency of the National Guard. 


HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


The work of the Historical Society is a great benefit to the State, and it 
should be accorded a generous support. As the years roll by it will become 
more and more apparent that the data accumulated through the instrumental- 
ity of this Society contributes less io curiosity than to the practical investiga- 
tions of those most deeply interested in the history of the commonwealth. 
Much of value to the Legislator who wishes to familiarize himself with Mon- 
tana’s past, that he may more intelligently consider Montana’s future, would 
be loss were it not for the work of the Historical Society. 


BOILER INSPECTOR. 


The report of the State Boiler Inspector shows a most gratifying increase in 
the receipts of that office, and a corresponding decrease in the expenses 1n- 
cident thereto. No accidents have resulted from the explosion of boilers or of 
steam connections required to be examined by law, during the past year. In 
Montana’s vast industrial interests the lives of many men would be jeopar- 
dized were it not for the care and vigilance exercised in.the inspection of boiles 
and in the licensing of competent engineers only. Few realize the magnitude 
of the dangers that would result from carelessness or incompetency in the dis- 
charge of these duties by the State Boiler Inspector and his deputy. I there- 
fore deem it wise to make such appropriations for the expenses of this office.as 
will enable the Inspector to visit all sections of the State, and to meet the ex- 


penses incident for the increase of work and responsibility. For the attain- 


ment of still better results from the inspection law, the State Boiler Inspector 
submits the following recommendations, which are worthy your carefnl con- 


' sideration: 


First. A provision giving the Inspector authority to administer the requir- 
ed oath to applicants for engineer’s license. 

Second. Provision should be made for the examination and the granting of 
licenses to operators (not engineers) of low pressure heating plants in use in 
the State. This examination and special license is to cover qualifications below 


_ the grade of the third class engineers, relating to work on a special class of 


steam plants only, for which the applicant may be found qualified. 


WORLD'S FAIR. 


The final report of the Board of World’s Fair Managers, under date of Jan. 


, 15, 1894, shows that the appropriations made for the exhibit were judiciously 


expended. A balance of about $2,000 were returned to the State Treasury 
when the business of the Board was concluded, besides a large amount of 


' furniture that was delivered to the State, which has largely obviated the ne- 


cessity of purchasing additional supplies of that character for the use of State 
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officers. The interests of Montana at the World's Fair were ably handled, 
and the exhibits were creditable to the State, advertising its abundant re- 
sources to the world, and inviting population and capital within our borders. 
In the Agricultural Department, Montana was honored with sixteen awards; 
the Horticultural Department three; the Mineral Department forty-four; 
Manufacturer’s Department, four; Transportation Department one; the Lib- 
eral Arts Department five—a record gratifying to every citizen who appreci- 
ates the significance of these distinctions to our young and growing State.

BOARD OF HEALTH. ” 


I recommend the creation of a State Board of Health. Local Boards are 
doing effective work in their respective fields of labor, but have not the power 
ot enforce unity of action in the preservation of the public health, should the 
presence of a contagious desease make such a step imperative. Blessed by 
nature with a health-giving climate, and comparatively free from contagions 
that afflict less favored sections of the land, Montana nevertheless owes to 
herself the duty of taking every reasonable precaution to maintain the best 
sanitary conditions possible. The scope of authority respecting these matters 
riecessarily invested in a State Board of Health will insure better results 
than can be hoped for from the work of Local Boards. 


STATE FURNISHING BOARD. 


I recommend the abolition of the State Furnishing Board. Under the law 
it is the duty of this Board to purchase supplies stationery, furniture, etc., 
for the Legislative Assembly and for the use of the State officers. Inasmuch 
as bills contracted by this Board must be audited and approved or disapprov- 
ed by the State Board of Examiners, I am of the opinion that their duties could 
be transferred to the latter Board in the interests of economy, both as to labor 
and expense. Í 

There is now no provision of law which will protect the State Furnishing 
Board in the contracts which they may make, and it rests wholly with the 
State Board of Examiners whether the obligations they incur are redeemed, 


SUPREME COURT. 


Two years ago I recommended an increase in the number of Associate Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court that the business of that important body might be 
expedited and a great saving of expense to litigants thereby affected. It is 
a maiter to which your attention is again called in the hope that you will give 
it your serious consideration. 


CAPITOL SITB. 


At the last general election the seat of government was permanently located 
in the City of Helena. Inasmuch as comfortable quarters for the use of the 
State can be rented,and the safety of the archives assured I do not deem it ad- 
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visable at this time to incur expense in the matter of erecting buildings. I 
recommend, however, that provision be made for the appointment of a com- 
mission, non-partisan in character, whose duty it shall be to procure a site for 
a capitol building, while suitable grounds can be procured at a minimum of 
expense to the State.

SOLDIERS HOME. 


Among the institutions enumerated in Section 1, Article X, of the Constitu- 
tion of Montana, to be established and supported by the State, is a Soldiers’ 
Home. In the urgency of other claims, the creation of an institution of this 
character has been overlooked. If it be the policy of the State to consum- 
mate the purposes of the framers of the Constitution, and provide for the 
necessities of the patriots to whom we owẹę a debt of gratitude impossible to 
cancel, then steps should be taken to establish a Soldier’s Home. Time will 
defeat the best intentions along this line and prompt action will alone make 
such an institution useful to old and needy defenders of the flag.

ELEEMOSYNARY INSTITUTIONS 


In my message to the Third Legislative Assembly I recommended the cre- 
ation of an Orphans’ Home. It is with pardonable pride that I refer to an in- 
stitution of this character now in successful operation at Twin Bridges. A 
suitable building has been erected, and under the management of an able 
board of trustees, the suecess of the Home is assured. 

At Boulder the Deaf and Dumb School is progressing satisfactorily in apart- 
ments leased for the purpose. I recommend that provision be made whereby 
feeble-minded and idiotic children can be sent to the insane asylum, instead of 
to this school, believing the best interests of the State can be served under an 
arrangement of this kind. In the higher interests of humanity, the Orphans’ 
Home and Deaf and Dumb School cannot be too liberally treated by the State. 


PENITENTIARIES. 


At the last session of the Legislative Assembly an appropriation of $72,000 
was made for the construction of the Eastern State Prison at Billings. Forty- 
two thousand dollars of this amount was appropriated for 1893, and $30,000 
for 1894. The citizens of Yellowstone County donated forty acres of land for 
the Prison site, and as soon as title thereto was vested in the State active 
steps were taken in the matter of erecting a building. Much embarrassment 
was caused however by the fact that the Third Legislative Assembly appropri- 
ated about $200,000 in excess of the revenues and that during the great finan- 
cial panic over $70,000 were locked up in the banks. After a most thorough in- 
vestigation into the financial resources of the State, and a careful estimate as 
to the amount of revenues for the fiscal year 1898, the Board of Hxaminers 
were unable to certify to the Board of State Prison Commissioners that any 
portion of the appropriation for the Eastern Prison for that year could be 
made available. The status of this appropriation could not be determined un- 
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til December, after the taxes had been collected. It was found that only 
$12,000 out of a total appropriation of $42,000 was available for the purpose 
named. As contracts preliminary to the erection of a building had been let, 
it was held that this money could be applied in payment of work done in the 
following year, instead of being covered into the general fund. Excellent 
progress was made in 1894 in the line of construction. A total of $36,069.19 
. has been expended on this institution during the past two years, and it will 
require an additional investment of $40,000 to complete the building and fur- 
nish it. I earnestly recommend an appropriation sufficient to insure the early 
completion of the Eastern State Prison. 

Necessary improvements have been made at the Penitentiary at Deer Lodge 
one of the most important of which is a substantial stone wall. The manage- 
ment of this Prison has been excellent, and the best results possible under the 
contract system have been attained.

INSANE ASYLUM. 


The care of the unfortunate is always one of the first duties of those en- 
trusted with the affairs of State. It is a responsibility that must be bravely 
and cheerfully borne by every well regulated community in the land. It is 
gratifying to reflect that the insane in Montana could not have had the benefit 
of better care and treatment under any circustances than at present. The per- 
centage of cures has been remarkably large. This is due in a large degree to 
the medicinal properties of the water used in the asylum at Warm Springs, 
which has proved very beneficial in its effects upon patients confined there. 
While the best results have been obtained at a minimum expense to the State 
under the contract system, the experience of older States has demonstrated 
the advisability of placing such institutions under the direct control of the 
commonwealth, through the superintendency of a warden whose -duties are 
defined by law. Business prudence would suggest that steps be taken to se- 
cure a proper site in the near future, and that a commission for that purpose 
be appointed, whose duty it should be to investigate and report during this ses- 
sion. The medicinal advantages of the present site of the asylum are such 
that I deem its purchase by the State a matter worthy of consideration., Al- 
though its immediate purchase is not practicable, under existing financial 
conditions, I understand that arrangements can be made for securing it on 
reasonable terms. I recommend that the question of changing the constitn- 
tion so as to permit the issuance of bonds for the purpose of purchasing this 
or some other suitable site for an Insane Asylum to be placed under State con- 
trol, be submitted to the voters of Montana at the general election in 1896. 


MONTANA STATE REFORM SCHOOL. 


Two years ago I recommended the enactment of a law creating a State Re! 
form School wherein youthful offenders could be diciplined and converted, if 
possible, into good citizens thus doing away with the necessity of associat- 
ing them with hardened criminals in our State Penitentiary. The Third Leg- 
islative Assembly created such an institution, and it is now in successful 
operation at Miles City. 
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In pursuance of law I appointed a Board of Trustees, naming therefor J. W. 
Strevell, Charles R. Middleton and Howard B. Wiley. Great credit is due 
these gentlemen for their untiring efforts in behalf of the Reform School, and 
attention is called to the recommendations made in their first annual report. 
I heartily endorse the proposition to purchase the forty acres adjoining the in- 
stitution, as additional acreage is required, and can now be secured at less cost 
to the State than in the future. The appropriation made by the Third Legis- 
lative Assembly for the erection of a building and the maintenance of tbis in- 
stitution was $25,000. There was expended in the erection of the building 
$19, 027.04, and $4,961.44 for the necessary furniture and fixtures. To insure 
the maintenance of the School until the meeting of the Fourth Legislative As- 
sembly, it became necessary to borrow money to meet current expenses. 
Otherwise it would have been impossible to open tbe school. Patriotic citizens 
of Helena and Miles City, came to the rescue and advanced funds sufficient to 
meet every demand. It is the duty of the State to reimburse these gentlemen, 
and later in the session I will submit a detailed statement of the liabilities in- 
currred in this direction. : 

To make this school as effective for purposes of reform as its projectors con- 
templated several changes in the present law are deemed advisable. I am con- 
vinced that the provision in Sec. 23 of the present law, which makes incorrt- 
gibility ground for admission into that institution, is liable to be greatly 
abused, and I believe that the reform school should not be used as an asylum 
for those not guilty of actual offenses against the law. The term ‘incorrigible’ 
is too flexible to warrant a commitment except where it involves commission 
of crime. It is a serious thing to practically imprison a child for a term of 
years for petty offenses or a breach of propriety: The rights of the child 
aust not be overlooked or abridged. I recommend that the age of admission 
be fixed at from eight to sixteen years. Section 24 should be so amended as 
to bar from this institution not only persons of unsound “intellect, but also 
those afflicted with cutaneous and other contagious diseases, or who are sub- 
ject to epileptic and other fits, or who are not possessed of that degree of bodl- 
ly health as to render them fit subjects for discipline. It would be a wise pro- 
vision for the court committing an offender to cause him to be examined by 
a reputable physician, whose Ep SA would be forwarded, with the com- 
mitment, to the institution. - 

Tt should be made lawful for the Governor to commute sentence, and commit 
the offender to the State Reform School, whenever any boy under the age of 
twenty-one is sentenced by a court of competent jurisdiction to imprisonment 
either in a county jail or in a -State Prisou. However, this authority on the 
part of the Governor should invest him with the power to revoke such a com- 
mutation, and to remand the prisoner to State Prison or jail, upon the proper 
showing that the desired reform in his character and conduct is not attainable 
in the reform school. The experience of older institutions of this character 
warrant the earnest consideration of our lawmakers, that this school may 
serve the purpose of its-creation, and meet, to the fullest extent, the require- 
ments of the State. That it will materially aid in lessening the expenses of the 
State, and contribute to the higher interests of humanity, is already assured. 
An institution so directly concerned with the welfare of the State and the 
benefits of society should be jealously guarded, amply protected and sedu- 
lously advanced in all that pertains to its efficiency. I cannot too earnestly 
recommend the most liberal treatment of this institution. 
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It is appalling to contemplate that statistics gathered by charitable and 
humane associations confirm the statement that our army vê criminals “out- 
numbers the armies of the late civil war.” Inadequate remedies applied to 
youthful offenders are largely responsible for this. The tremendous tax upon 
the finances of the several States of the Union, in the matter of criminal pro- 
eedure, is startling. No question can call for more serious deliberation on the 
part of the lawmakers than how to prevent the youthful offender from matur- 
ing into the hardened criminal. With this purpose in view several of the 
States of the Union, notably Iowa and Nebraska, have passed laws that (1) 
provide for the appointment in each county of a county agent or superintend- 
ent in charge of a general intelligence office, for the purpose of procuring 
homes and employment for all dependent on them; (2) to enforce laws against 
all forms of vice, affecting the youth of the land; (8) to prevent truancy 
tramping and petty thieving among minors; (4) to imprison youth apart from 
old and hardened criminals; (5) requiring every city, town and village to de- 
tain and return to their homes all truant and tramping youths. 

A number of these purposes, not already attained under our present law, 
might be served by necessary amendments thereto, should you deem such 
steps advisable after due investigation as to results of legislation of this char- 
acter in other States. 


CONCLUSION. 


I have great confidence in your integrity of purpose to faithfully discharge 
the important duties for which you have been chosen. We are the guardians 
of the character and dignity of this great State. I shall co-operate with you 
in every effort to protect the rights of the people and to promote their happpi- 
ness and welfare. i 

I invoke the blessing of Almighty God upon your deliberations.

DUTIES OF THE SPEAKER. 


1. The Speaker shall take the chair on every Legislative Day precisely at 
the hour to which the House shall have adjourned at the last sitting, imme- 
diately call the members to order, and after prayer by the Chaplain and on 
the appearance of a quorum, cause the Journal of the proceedings of the last 
day’s sitting to be read, having previously examined and approved the same.

We do not hesitate to denounce this letter both in its terms and spirit, as 
utterly foreign, repugnant and dangerous to American Institutions and Citi- 
zenship. The writer clearly demonstrates that he is an enemy to society, seek- 


ing to usurp the functions of government with personal criminal vengeance. 


As such he is a dangerous element to be at large, and should be restrained 
and punished by the proper authorities. 

The reference to religion had in the letter, savors of a relation between 
Church and State which is clearly contrary to the genius of government. Our 
Constitution and laws give to every man the privilege of worshiping God ac- 
cording to the dictates of his own conscience, and requires of every man that 
he extend likè liberty and right to his fellow. State and Church while each 
in its own way seeking and striving for the same end—the betterment of men 
and his condition—are separate and distinct. Political parties and secular 
demonstrations have no connection or interdependance. The civilization of 
the 19th century does not brook the confusion of these things. 

The letter also alludes to a secret order, and the writer as its representa- 
tive defames and threatens the liberties of this body in the discharge of their

ee 
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That we have examined House Bills No. 34, entitled “An Act to establish a 
Code of Civil Procedure;” House Bill No. 35, entitled “An Act to establish à 
Penal Code;’”? House Bill No. 36, entitled “An Act to establish a Civil Code;” 
House Bill No. 37, entitled “An Act to establish a Political Code.” 

Your Committee are of the opinion that the present condition of the laws of 
this State are such that the proposed Codes should be adopted by this Legis- 
lative Assembly, at the earliest day possible. Our present laws are incoher- 
ent; in many instances contradictory, and in some cases unconstitutional, so . 
that the interpretation of them, on many points, are practically impossible, 
either by the judiciary or the Bar of the State. This being true, a great ma- 
jority of the people of the State are to-day unable to arrive at a definite con- 
clusion of what the laws are under which they live. This condition of affairs 
has arisen from å series of laws enacted by different Legislatures, each acting 
as ah independent body, and in many cases paying no attention whatever to 
the laws existing at the time of fhe enactment of certain statutes. 

Your Committee are of the opinion that it is unnecessary in this report to add 
further reasons for the adoption of the proposed Codes, but would earnestly 
request that each member of the House give careful consideration to an ad- 
dress by the Hon. Decius S. Wade, entitled “Necessities for Codification.” 

As to the method to be pursued by the Legislative Assembly in adopting 
the proposed Codes, your Committee have considered two propositions, and 
have entertained much discussion on the subject. Your Committee have had 
before them the leading members of the Bar from different parts of the State, 
and a Committee of the Montana Bar Association. The Committee have also 
received a great numbédr of letters from different members of the Bar through- 
out the State giving their views upon the method of adopting the Codes. The 
two propositions considered in relation to the adoption of the proposed Codes. 
were: : 

t. To adopt the Codes as a whole, and have necessary amendihents adopted 
by the Legislature afterwards. 

2. To take the Codes, section by section, and offer amendments prior to 
the adoption of the Codes. i 

With two exceptions, every letter reveived by the Committee urges upon 
the Legislature the advisability and the necessity of passing the Codes as a 


whole, and your Committee after fully discussing the matter, are unanimous- 


ly of the opinion that this course should be substantially followed, and we 
therefore recommend that the Codes be adopted as a whole, with the excep- 
tion hereinafter stated. In support of this recommendation your Committee 
would suggest the following:—The four Codes contain about 10,000 sections, 
a consideration of which section by section, would require a much longer 
time than remains of the preseht session. The fact, as will be observed by 
the-report of the Code Commission, that very few sections of the Compiled 
Laws or Legislative Enactments of the State are wholly repealed, the Legis- 
lature would be taking up its time in discussing provisions already a part of 
our law, your Committee recommend that the proposed Codes be adopted as 
a whole, with the following exceptions: 

1. We recommend that Subdivision 4, of section 935, page 182 of the Polit- 
ical Code be stricken out. The reason for this will be apparent upon read- 
ing the sub-division. The sub-division give authority to the State Board of 
Education to provide a system.of text books to be used in the Schools of the 
State, but places no limitations as to how often the system may be changed, 
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and thereby confers more power upon the Board than, in the opinion of your 
Committee, is wise. 

2. We recommend that gelida 3767, page 488, of the Political Code be 
stricken out. This recommendation is made to preserve the enactments of this 
session of the Legislative Assembly. 

8. We recommend that seetion, 3794, page 491, of the Political Code be 
amended by adding sub-divisions 6 and 7 as follows: 

“G6. All Acts and parts of Acts enacted by the 8rd and 4th Legislative As- 


Mm semblies of the State of Montana.” 


“7, All Acts and parts of Acts in force at the time of the adoption of the 
proposed Codes which creates any public office and defines the duties thereof.” 
The object of this recommendation is that all laws locating State Institu- 


. tions, creating new counties, and new Judicial Districts, and the laws enacted 


by the 8rd and 4th Legislative Assembly be incorporated in the proposed 
Codes in their proper places, and that the Codes, when adopted, shall not 
abolish any office now in existence. 

4, That sub-division 25, section 263, page 36, Civil Cade be changed to read 

as follows: 

“25. The transactions. of any mercantile, commercial, industrial, A 
turing, mining, mechanical, or chemical business.” 

That all of said section at the bottom of page 36 after the words, “in this sec- 
tion” and commencing with the words, “and all corporatiens,” ending with 
“Chapter V” be stricken out. This recommendation is made for the purpose of 
preserving all existing corporations. 

5. That all of Chapter 9, page 54, of the Penal Code consisting of Sections 
360, to 867 both inclusive, be stricken out and that Section 12 of An Act en- 
titled “An Act to amend An Act entitled “An Act concerning Licenses,” ap- 
proved September 14th, 1887, be substituted as Section 357, as follows: 

“357. Any person or persons, or association of persons who shall keep any 
house or saloon room, or club room, or any banking game, or game of chance 
is dealt or played for money, or anything representing money or having money 
value is issued, ventured, or hazarded shall, before starting such business, 
pay a license of $100.00 per quarter, and in addition thereto such person or 
persons shall pay a license for each table (which table shall not exceed eight 
feet in length by four feet in width) on which the game commonly called 
“faro” is dealt or played, $40.00 per month. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this section shall, upon con- 
viction, be fined in any sum not less than $800.00 nor more than $1,000.00 or 
imprisonment in the County Jail for not less than thirty days, nor more than 
six months, or both such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the Court 
providing that one-half of the fine shall go to the person so informing. 

That sections 1 to 18, both inclusive, of An Act entitled “An Act to prohibit 
certain gambling games, and fixing penalties for violation thereof,” passed at 
the 16th Legislative Assembly, and approved February 20th, 1889, be inserted 
as sections 358 to 369a consecutively, as follows: . . 

“Section 358. That if any person or persons shall deal, play at, or make any 
bet or wager of any kind, for money or anything representing money, or other 
thing of value, at any game or games called, designated or known as “three- 
card monte,” “strap or belt,” game, “thimblerig monte,” “patent safe” game, 
“black and red” game, “ten dice” game, “wheel of fortune,” “percentage stud 
Poker,” “percentage draw poker,” “twenty-one,” “high ball’ “blue jay,”

different names, or any game or games similar to those enumerated in this sec-

“Section 362. Any keeper or manager of a Hotel, tavern, saloon or other 
house or place of public resort, or of any fair grounds or race track, who suffers 
or permits any gambling game as designated in section 358 of this Act, to be 
played at or within such place or places, or in any outhouse building, room or 
erection appendani thereto or connected therewith is guilty of a misdemeanor, 


_ and on conviction thereof shall be fined not more than five hundred nor less 


than one hundred dollars, and be imprisoned in the County Jail not more 
than six months nor less than ten days.” 

‘“Seciion 363. Any treasurer of any City or County in this State who shall 
issue any license to any person or persons, or association of persons, for the 
purpose of running or playing any gambling game or games, or similar games 
as designated by section 358 of this Act, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall 
on conviction thereof, be fined not mofe than five hundred nor less than one 
hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the County Jail not more than six months 
nor less than ten days, or both, in the discretion of the Court, and thé holder 
or holders of any license or licenses, issued for the playing And carrying on of 
any of the games prohibited by this Act, and which may have been issued for 
any period of time extending between February twenty-fifth, eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-nine, shall have a valid claim or claims against such County 
or City for any sum or sums which may have been paid for procuring said li- 
cense or licenses for any such period of time extending beyond February 
twenty,fifth, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, and all claims under the pro- 
visions of this Act shall be filed and audited as are other claims against Coun- 
ties and Cities; and any County where any such license or licenses may have 
been issued shall have a valid claim against the territory for the refunding of 
the percentage which may have been paid by the County Treasurer of such 
County irto the territorial treasury, and upon filing the claim of any such 
County by the Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners with the terri- 
torial auditor, such auditor is hereby directed and empowered to draw his war- 
rant upon the territorial treasury for such amount out of any funds in the 
territorial treasury not otherwise appropriated.” 

“Section 364. It shall be the duty of all sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, constables 
and police officers, and they are hereby required, to seize any table, box, 
machine, case, dice, cards, or other apparatus or article suitable for the pur- 
pose of playing or carrying on any gambling games, as designated in section 
one of this act, found in the possession or under the control, of the person 
arrested, and to deliver the same to the magistrate before whom the person 
arrested is required to be taken.” 

“Section 365. The magistrate to whom anything suitable for playing any 
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gambling game, as designated in section one of this Act, is delivered. pursuant 
to the last section, must upon examination of the defendant, or if such ex- 
amination is delayed or prevented, without awaiting such examination, de- 
termine the character of the thing so delivered to him, and whether it was 
actually employed, or intended to be employed, by the defendant in violation 
ot the provisions of this Act; and if he finds that it is of a character suitable 
for carrying on or playing any gambling games prohibited by this Act, and 
that it has been used, or was intended to be used by the defendant, in viola- 
tion of this Act, he must cause it to be destroyed, or to be delivered to the 
County Attorney of the County in which the defendant is liable to indictment 
or trial, as the interest ot justice may in his opinion require.” 

“Section 366. Upon the conviction of the defendant, the County Attorney 
shall cause to be destroyed everything suitable for playing or carrying on any 
of the games prohibited: by this Act, in respect whereot the defendant stands 
convicted, and which remains in the possession of or under the control of the 
County Attorney.” 

“Section 367. No person otherwise ` competent as a witness, shall be dis- 
qualified or excused froin testifying as such, either before any Court or jury 
to any facts concerning offenses mentioned in this Act, on the ground that bis 
testimony may criminate himself, and such testimony if given shall not be 
used as evidence against such witness.” 

“Section 368. No law of Montana Territory shall in manner be construed to 
commit in any way whatsoever the running, carrying on, or playing any oi 
the games prohibited in Section one of this Act, and section thirteen hundred 
and fifty of the Fifth Division of the Compiled Laws of Montana, and Section 
ten, of an Act, entitled An Act to amend An Act concerning licenses, ap- 
proved September fourteenth, eighteen hundred and eighty-seven so far as 
they relate to gares prohibited in section one of this act, be and the same are 
hereby repealed; provided, nothing in this section or this Act, anywhere con- 
tained shall be construed to prevent to licensing and conducting according to 
law of the games called and generally known as faro bank, round table poker, 
and the selling of Paris mutuals and auction pools on races.” 

“Section 369. One -half of all fines collected under the provisions of this Act 
shall be paid to the person informing against the defendant, and the other 
half shall be turned over to the County Treasurer of the County for the use 
of the general fund of such County.” : 

“Section 369a. For each and every conviction of any person violating any 

of the provisions of this Act, the County Attorney prosecuting shall receive in 
addition to the tees now allowed him by law a fee of fifteen dollars, to be al- 
lowed him by the County Commissioners of the County where such convic- 
tion may be had.” 

We further recommend that the date to be fixed for the taken effect of the 
Proposed Codes be fixed at July ist, 1895, and that this date be filled in blank 
places in the Political Code. We recommend that Section 750 of the Penal 
Code on page 110 be stricken out. 

These recommendations are all that the Committee deem necessary to in- 
corporate in the proposed Codes, prior to their adoption as a whole. 

In pursuance to the Act, creating the Code Commission passed by the six- 
teenth Legislative Assembly, approved March 14th, 1889, the Code Commission 
have made a report of its work. This report contains all the information rela- 
tive to the plans and contents of the proposed Code, and never having been 
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' acted upon by the Legislative Assembly of this State, yous poms’ here- 
» with submit that report as a part thereof: 


, REPORT OF THE CODE COMMISSION. 


The Code Commissioners appointed in pursuance of the Act of the Legisla- 


tive Assembly of March 14th, 1889, and the Act amendatory of and supple- 
| mental thereto of March 6th, 1891, submit their final report as follows: 


The Commissioners have prepared, completed and filed with the Secretary 


of State, as required by law, the four codes, viz: The Civil Code, The Penal 
T i Code, The Code of Civil Procedure, and the Political Code. These Codes have 
@ been printed and bound in separate volumes by the State Auditor and are 
: ready for presentation to the Legislative Assembly. 


Each of the Codes presented is prepared as a separate bill and will be, if 


h. passed by your honorable body, a separate Act, though the provisions of the 


| Four Codes must be construed as though all the Codes were part of the same 


; Act. 


i » 
In the Act creating the Code Commission it was provided that the Commis- 


sioners, in their report, should designate what statutes or parts of statutes are 
: repealed by the provisions of any of the Codes. 


In reference to this matter the Commissioners would call the attention of 


: the Legislative Assembly in the first place to the proposed Civil Code. 


1. In section 3083 of that Code will be found the statutes repealed thereby. 
This repealing section is subject to the provisions of Section 3082 of that Code 


3 | which provides that such repeal does not effect any existing right or any ac- 
a tion or proceeding already taken except as provided in the Civil Code itself at 
wa the time the Code goes into effect. 


II. In the proposed Penal Code there is no repealing section, but such Code 
must be adopted subject to the provisions of section 4 and 5 of that Code 
which provide that “The provisions of the Penal Code so far as they are the 
Same as existing statutes, must be construed as continuations thereof and not 
as new enactments, and that no act or omission commenced after twelve (12) 


; o’clock noon on the day on which this Code takes effect as a law, is criminal or 
| punishable except as prescribed cr authorized by this Code, or by some of the 


statutes which it specifies as continuing in force, and as not effected by its pro- 
visions, or by some ordinance, municipal, County or Township regulation 


passed or adopted under any such statutes, and in force when this Code takes 


effect. Any act or omission commenced prior to that time may be inquired 
of, prosecuted and punished in the same manner as if the Code had not been 
passed. 

III. The proposed Code of Civil Procedure is subject to the provisions of 
Sections 2220, 2221, 2247 and 2248 of that Code. These Sections provide what 
Sections are in force and what are repealed and the conditions and limitations 


thereof. 


The proposed Code of Civil Procedure in effect supercedes all of the former 


: : Statutes in reference to the practice in Civil actions and proceedings, includ- 
a ing the Probate Practice Act. 


FV. In the proposed Political Code there is no repealing section, that is a 
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clause repealing statutes or parts of statutes that will be superseded or abro- 
gated by the adoption of such Code. 

It is recommended that there be substituted for Section 3793 of the Proposed 
Political Code the following sections: 

Section 3798. Subject to the provisions of Sections 6, 7, 8, 9, 17 and 18 and 
the next section, the following statutes and parts of statutes are hereby ie. 
pealed; all public statutes, as defined in Section 2026 of the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure, heretofore enacted and not repealed by any of the provisions of the 
Civil Code, and Penal Code of the Code of Civil Procedure, and all statutes and 
parts of statutes not continued in force by any of the provisions of the four 
Codes are hereby repealed. 

Section 8974. Nothing in any of the four Codes affects any ofthe provisions 
of the following statutes, but such statutes are recognized as continuing m 
force as to vested rights, rights of property and the right to enforce the same 
thereunder. 

1. All acts incorporating cities, towns, or other municipal corporation and 
acts amendatory and supplemental thereto, subject to sections 3562, 3568, 
3564 and 8565 of this Code. 

2. All Acts authorizing the Board of County Commissioners or School Trus- 
tees to redeem outstanding indebtedness. 

8. All Acts concerning the levy, assessment and collection of taxes as men- 
tioned in Section 2692 of this Code, and the sale of property therefor. 

4. All Acts concerning the discovery, location and record of mining claims 
and work thereon so far as they affect locations made prior to the adoption of 
this Code. ; 

5. All Acts or parts of Acts upon which any vested right is founded or the 
remedy or the right to enforce the same is given. 

V. If the proposed Codes are adopted the following named statutes will be 
repealed and no substitute therefor of a similar nature will be found in the 
Code. 

1. An Act entitled “An Act to create the office of County Auditor,” approved 
March 7th, 1891. In place of County Auditor the office of State Examiner has 
been created as provided in Article XII., Chapter III, Title I,-Part III, of the 
Political Code. 

T'he State Examiner is a Constitutional Officer and the Legislative Assembly 
must provide for his duties as. prescribed in Section 8, Article VII, of the Con- 
stitution. When a State Examiner is appointed the necessity for County Av- 
ditor ceases. 

2. An Act entitled “An Act with reference to estrays upon the Public Do- 
main,” approved March thb, 1891. 

It is submitted if this Act is Constitutional, which is doubtful, the powers 
conferred thereby ought not to be given to others than public officers. . ` 

In the opinion of the Commissioners the provisions of Sections 2175 of the 
Political Code which apply to all domestic animals are sufficient to protect 
the owners or animals 

8. An Act entitled “An Act Concerning the Historical Society of the State 
of Montana, and making an appropriation therefor,’ approved March 4, 1891 

In the opinion of the Commissioners this Act is unconstitutional for the rea 
son that State aid and money is asked and appropriated for an institution nol 
wholly under the control of the State, or its officers. Section 35, Article V, of 
the Constitution provides that “no appropriation shall be made for charitable 
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ındustrial, educational or benevolent purposes to any person, corporation or . 
community not under the absolute control of the State.” 

Section 1652 of the Political Code provides that whenever the Historical So- 
ciety of Montana donates aud turns over 10 tue State its property the Board 
of ‘rustees ot the State Library 1s authorized to take charge of the same. 

This is all that can be done ın the opinion ot the Commissioners on the part 
ot the State. 

VI. There is nothing in any of the Codes licensing gambling, on the con 
trary all gambling games known as banking or percentage games are prohib- 


| ited. Sections 260, 367 ot the Penal Code. And playing such games and rent- 


ing a building tor such purposes is made a inisdemeanor. 

VII. The statute ior the formation of private corporations has been changed 
and such ¢orporatlious can only be formed tor the purposes mentioned in Sec- 
tion 263 of the Civil Code and all corporations now existing formed for any 
other purpose than one of those mentioned in said section are dissolved. 

‘he law as laid down in the proposed Civil Code in relation to the tormation 
ot private corporations prevents the organization of such corporations for 
strictly private purposes and the carrying on of ordinary trading and mercan- 
tile business. The formation of such corporation is open to many objections on 
account of the many fraudulent practices indulged in by their corporators. 

VIII. The statutes in reference to Stock Commissioners and Stock inspec 
tors have been codified and will be found in the Political Code, Sections 1960 
—1981 inclusive. 

These laws have been incorporated into the Code, the Commissioners being 
unwilling either to repeal or modity them, but they are subject to many ob- 
jections as to their coustitutionality and expediency. The Commissioners 
leave the whole matter to the Legislative Assembly with the suggestion that 
such laws are contrary to the spirit at least of the Constitution, which pro- 
hibits class Legislation and the delegation of legislative and administrative 
powers to a body unknown to fundamental law. 

The estray law as hereinbefore mentioned has been repealed by the Code. 
This law was so manifestly unconstitutional and unjust that it was deemed 
absolutely necessary to leave it out of the Code. By this law the Stock Com- 
missioners were not only granted legislative and administrative powers but 


.to some extent acted in a judicial capacity. The Stock Commissioners, their 


officers and employes, were authorized to take up summarily one kind of 
property, to-wit, horses, and sell it and pay the proceeds of the sale into the 
treasury for the benefit of the Stock Inspector and Detective Fund. 

In reference to the law-relating to marks and brands in the proposed Codes 
(Section 1950, Political Code) the Secretary of State is made the general re- 
corder of marks and brands instead of the Secretary of the Stock Commis- 
sioners. This is done in order to avoid the constitutional objection above re- 
ferred to. ` , 

IX. The law giving a bounty for killing wild animals has been codified in 
the Political Code Secs. 2060-2071, with this modification however, that the 
bounties must be paid out of each County treasury of the counties in which 
the animals are killed instead of out of the State Treasury as prescribed in the 
Statutes. 

The Commissioners would, however, recommend that, Arti¢éle VIII, Chapter 
V, Title VII, Part III, Sections 2060-2071, of the proposed Political Code, be 
stricken out, and this will in effect repeal all statutes heretofore passed giv- 
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ing bounties for killing wild animals. A bounty law of this kind is subject 


- the power to regulate and control such use in a manner most beneficial to the 
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to so many frauds and is so expensive and the good resulting therefrom so 
remote and unsatisfactory that it ought to be wiped from the Statute book. 

X. All statutes offering to pay a bounty for the production of an article of 
food or commerce or exempting any particular property from taxation have 
not been codified, and in effect will be repealed on the adoption of the Codes 
for the reason that all such laws are in conflict with the Constitution. 

XI. In reference to water rights and the appropriation and the use of water : @ 
for irrigation and other beneficial purposes the Commissioners have codified | 4 
the Statutes as they now exist and have made no additions to the same. E 

The law of water rights will be found in the proposed Civil Code, Sections | 4 
4210 to 1282 inclusive. 4 

Section 15 of Article III, of the Constitution declares that the use of aH water 4 
and the right to carry the same over lands as well as the site for reservoirs for 
collecting and storing the same is a public use. The Legislature, no doubt, has 


public. This is a matter of such Legislative discretion that the Commissioners | 7 
do not desire to suggest how the provisions of such section should be carried | 4 
into effect. l . 

It opens the whole question of irrigation and the system or systems under a 
which water must be used and distributed and which must sooner or later be | 4 
met by the Legislative Assembly. | 

XII. In the proposed Political Code, Sections 2320-2364, will be found the 
law relating to the public lands of the State. This is substantially the statute | 
passed by the Legislative Assembly of 1891. E. 

No doubt additions and amendments will have to be made to the law, but | 
until the State Board of Land Commissioners has made its report showing the i 
werkings of the statute and whether it is efficient or not, nothing can be done p 
in the shape of further legislation. 

It will be for the Legislative Assembly to determine, under the advice and 
suggestion of such Board as to what amendments are necessary, and whether 
any new offices should be created to fully carry out not only the objects of Con- 
gress in granting the Iand to the State, but to secure to the State the best and 
most available lands. 

XIII. In order to secure the public lands donated to the State by the Con- 
gress of the United States, and in order to carry out the provisions of the Con- 
stitution of the State, there have been created for the purpose of education the 
following institutions: The University of Montana, School of Mines, Agricul- 
tural College of Montana, State Normal School, Sections 940-1011, Political 
Code, and for the purpose of education and reformation, the State Reform |.4 
School, Penal Code, Sections 1875-1876. 5 

The first four of these institutions are placed under the control of the State 9 
Board of Education, and the last one under the control of the State Prison @ 
Commissioners. A 

The details of the management of these institutions are not given for the rea- B 
son that until the Legislative Assembly concludes to erect suitable buildings $ 
for their accommodations there will not be much of anything to manage. ng 

The place of the location of each of these institutions is left blank, which | ¥ 
must be filled by the Legislative Assembly. It is suggested that the Univer- | 3 
sity of Montana be located at some place, and that the other three educational pE 
institutions be made parts of the university and be connected with it under $ 
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their several different names. One building would be sufficient for all at least 
E for a time, and one corps of teachers could perform all the necessary duties. 
E The Reform School should be located at some particular place at once, and 
: the necessary buildings erected. 

, Article XVIII of the Constitution of this State authorizes the Legislative 
| | Assembly to provide for a Bureau of Agriculture, Labor and Industry, ete. 
: The Commissioners did not think they were at liberty to create this bureau 
i or suggest its creation, and consequently leave the whole matter to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for its action. 

| XIV. The management and control of the State Insane Asylum, and the 
| Deaf, Dumb and Blind Asylum are prescribed in the Political Code Sections 
' 1550-1627 inclusive. The location of each of these institutions is left blank 
and the place to be designated may be filled or not in the judgment of the Leg- 
islative Assembly. The care for these persons is provided for, until the proper 
| buildings are erected, in the Sections referred to. 

| XV. It will be seen by a reference to the Political Code, Sections 2370 to 
| 2376 inclusive, that the law relating to the discovery and. location of mining 
| claims has been changed to some extent. This has been done in order to make 
plain certain things which were somewhat obscure in the old law. 

XVI. All laws of a general nature, including those enacted by the Second 
| Legislative Assembly of the State, are to be found in the four proposed Codes, 
, except those mentioned in this report. 

The Commissioners have, since the adjournment of the last Legislative As- 

sembly, added such amendments as in their opinion were necessary te harmon- 

ize and complete the Codes, and the amendments are incorporated in the Codes 
as printed. 

The Commissioners have no suggestions to make as to further amendments 
except the one mentioned in paragraph IV of this report, and the striking out 
į of certain sections hereinbefore referred to. 

: XVII. There have been no material changes made by the Commissioners 
í in the proposed Code of Civil Procedure from the existing statutes except to 
arrange, perfect, classify and consolidate the law. 

XVIII. The same things can be said as to the Penal Code, both of which 
Codes have been so prepared as to make existing laws conform to the Consti- 
: tution. 
| XIX. The School Law, Political Code, Sections 930-1324, has been classi- 
| fied and consolidated with the Constitutional provisions with reference to 
i Schools added. 
|; XX. The State Militia Law, Political Code, Sections 1350-1539, is made 
; complete and in conformity to constitutional provisions. 
| XXI. The law of elections, Political Code, Sections 650-912, which includes 
| the registration of voters and the Australian ballot system has followed exist- 
ing statutes and no material change has been made therein. 
| XXII. The Revenue Law, Political Code, Sections 2400-2762, is substan- 
tially the same as passed by the last Legislative Assembly, with many of its in- 
| consistencies harmonized. 

XXI. The law for the government of Counties, cities and towns, Politi- 
pcal Code, Sections 2770-3654, is comparatively new, but existing statutes have 
been followed as far as practicable. 

The salaries and fees of officers, Political Code, Sections 3130-3203, are class- 
ified according to population instead of the value of property. 
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XXIV. The duties of State Officers, their classification, mode of election or 
appointment and salaries are prescribed in the Political Code Section 80-642. 
This is new and made in conformity with the Constitution. 

The Clerk of the Supreme Court is ex-officio reporter of that court, Political 
Code, Sections 470-479. As a matter of economy and expediency the Commis- 
sioners are of the opinion that the clerk is the proper person under the law to 
prepare and publish the official reports inasmuch as all of the opinions are 
filed in his office and the syllabus of each opinion prepared by the Justices of 
such Court, and such Justices read the proof. * 

XXY. The law in reference to the State Prison is in the Penal Code, Sec- 
tions 810-887. The Board of State Prison Commissioners has full control of 
the State Prison with power to appoint a warden, whose duties and compen- 
sation are provided for. 

XXVI. The law in reference to Boards of County Commissioners and other 
County Officers in the Political Code, Sections 2835-3122. The existing statutes 
have been followed with considerable additions thereto and Constitutional 
provisions added. 

XXVII. The proposed Civil Code is mostly new and consists of a part of 
the common law with such changes as were deemed advisable reduced to the 
form of a statute. 

This Code is almost entirely taken from the Civil Code prepared by the Han. 
David Dudley Field for the Legislature of the State of New York, and the 
Civil Code adopted by the State of California. Certain changes have been 
made to adapt it to the conditions of this State and the provisions of the Con- 
stitution. 

The right of dower is established in this Code instead of the right to com- 
munity property, as in the California Civil Code. 

XXVIII. Some changes have been made in the law of divorce. The 
grounds for divorce are the same as in the existing statutes, Civil Code, Sec- 
tions 65-128, but the innocent party cannot marry until after the expiration of 
two years, the guilty party three years from the entry of judgment of divorce., 

“XXIX. The Commissioners have endeavored to revise, simplify, arrange 
and consolidate all the public statutes of Montana which are in force at this 
time and to, put them into the proposed four Codes, which are presented for 
the consideration of the Legislative Assembly. 

XXX. If the Codes are adopted by the Legislative Assembly all of them 
should go into effect on the same day and the blank in Section 2 of the Penal 
and Political Codes and Section 3060 of the Civil Code and Section 2215 of the 
Code of Civil Procedure should be filled, designating the day, which the Com- 
wnissioners recommend should be the first day of July, 1893. 

XXXI. There have been prepared complete indexes to each of the four 
Codes. No general index has been made for‘all the Codes for the reason that it 
was found impracticable and unnecessary so to do until the Codes were finally 
adopted by the Legislative Assembly and printed as the law of the State. 
When so printed a general index can be readily made from the four indexes 
already prepared. 

XXXII. In the Act amending the Act creating the Code Commission, ap- 
proved March 6th, 1891, it was provided that the Political Code must contain 
the Declaration of Independence, the Act for the admission of Montana as a 
State, the Constitution of the United States and of the State and indexes to 
the same. The Commissioners have prepared, ready for printing, all the fore- 
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í going documents, with proper indexes, but they were not printed with the pro- 
| posed Political Code because it was unnecessary to incur that expense before 
‘the adoption of the Codes. These instruments can be printed and attached to 
$ one of the Codes, if adopted, when finally printed by the State. The Com- 
, missioners would suggest that these instruments, in addiaion to the others 
' hereafter mentioned, be printed and bound in the front part of the Civil Code. 
|The instruments to be so printed are as follows: “The Magna Charta,” “The 
fc Declaration of Independence,” “The Act for the Admission of Montana as a 
i State,” “The Constitution of the United States,” “The Constitution of the State 
lof Montana,” “The Acts of Congress Regulating Naturalization,” and the “Au- 
ithentication of Laws and Records.” 
/ The Commissioners also suggest that the general index of all the Codes, 
i when prepared, be bound in the back part of the Penal Code. 
| If these instructions are observed the number of pages in each Code will be 
$ about equal.

| I hereby call your attention to Sections 37 and 38, page 100 of the Revised

In justice to these persons we would add that they 
claimed to be acting under orders. Your Committee would therefore recom- 
mend in this connection that there be such a re-adjustment of the duties of the 
above mentioned officers and employes as will insure a proper watch of all 
parts of this building used by this Assembly at all times, and that they be 
given definite instructions as to just what their duties are. 

Looking to this end it would appear to your Committee that the Day Watch- 
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man could easily be spared from his arduous duty of opening the gate as afore- 
said, and be given a roving commission over the upper floors, and that the ex- 
tra Day Watchman recently appointed be made a Night Watchman with like 
instructions.

me Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the House. of Representatives, Fourth Legis- 
lative Assembly: — 
I have the honor to submit herewith for your consideration statements per- 
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taining to the expenditures made in behalf of Montana at the Mid-Winter Fair 
in San Francisco. In my message I referred to the importance of making 9 
creditable exhibit at this Fair that the prestige of the State as a producer of 
the precious metals might not be impaired, and that the benefits sought ‘by 
others might be shared by Montana. 

As there were no funds available for the purpose; no moneys that could be 
_ used to protect the reputation and credit of the State in this respect, patri- 
otic gentlemen advanced funds sufficient to insure the success of the exhibit, 
The total amount subscribed was $4,205 of which a total expenditure of $3. 
981.28 was made, the latter amount representing the obligations incurred in 
the matter of subscriptions actually drawn and expended. This money was 
advanced with the understanding that I would refer to your honorable body 
the question of refunding the same. This I do with the recommendation that 
an appropriation be made ample to reimburse the subseribers for the amount 
advanced by them. I respectfully refer you to the report of the Commissioner 
for Montana for the Mid-Winter International Exposition. The Commis- 
Sioner says: “Investments have already been made, which have come to my 
knowledge of more than ten times the amount of the entire cash expended of 
Montana’s exhibit at the Mid-Winter Fair.” Not only has this State already 
reaped a.rich harvest from this small investment, but the splendid exhibit 
made has laid the foundation for still greater returns in the future by attract- 
ing to our vast mineral wealth the attention of capital in the East. Under 
such cicumstances I feel that the gentlemen who advanced the funds neces- 
sary to make this exhibit are entitled not only to reimbursement but to interest 
on the sums advanced. Montana has in no direction realized so much benefit $ 
from so small an investment.

That I may not be misunderstood 
I desire to communicate to your Honorable Body the statement that to no 
one have I expressed the views stated above. I am prepared to give my off- 
cial sanction to the adoption of the Codes when in receipt of a statement 
from the Enrolling Committee to the effect that the necessary care has been 
taken to obviate errors and to carry out the purposes of the Legislature in 
their adoption. In my judgment the interests of the State can be served with 
the demands for economy recognized by omitting the useless expense of en- 
rolling the Codes. This communication is not written with a view to infiv- 
encing the action of your honorable body, but to assure you that the enroll- 
ment of the Codes is not a procedure necessary to secure my approval of them

nite; that their measurements of water are recognized by Judicial Courts, 
and the best engineers of our own country, and of the world, as the most nat- 
ural and accurate ever yet devised by the human mind. 

The neighboring States of Washington, Idaho, Utah and Wyoming have 
adopted “a cubic foot per second of time” as a standard of measurement for 
water, with satisfaction and advantage to all their interests affected by irri- 
gation manufacturing mining and other problems. The unquestioned mag- 
nitude of the water question” in its bearing upon all these immense indus- 
tries, and especially on the agricultural interest and the reclamation of arid 
lands, all indicate the need of immediate legislative action to establish in 
Montana the modern standard of measurement for water. We therefore re- 
commend that the title of Senate Bill No. 15 be so changed as to make the 
same apply to the Civil Code, as herewith attached; that the attached section 
be inserted as Section 8 of the Bill; that Section 3 of the bill be made to cor- 
respond with the Title and Code, and made Section 4 as attached, and with 
these changes, recommend that the Bill do pass this body.

We, your Committee on Judiciary to whom was referred H. B. No. 93, a bill 
for An Act entitled “An Act concerning the Sunday closing of Barber Shops 
now return the same to the House and report thereon as follows: - 

The constitutionality of Statutes enforcing cessation of work on Sundays 
has been an exceedingly troublesome question to the text-writers and the 
Courts. It is apparent however, that laws bearing upon the trades generally, 
and excepting from their application only certain lines of business whose 
continued operation is necessary, like drug stores, hotels and the like, have 
been upheld as constitutional in the large majority of deeisions which have 
been rendered in the various States. In these decisions the Courts have in- 
variably disclaimed that they were led to their conclusions by religious sen- 
timents, and have endeavored to avoid the well-known inhibitions of constitu- 
tional law by basing theirreasoning upon thetemporal,and not the spiritual, de- 
mands and necessities of men. Many text-writers, on the contrary, attack 
the rational of these decisions with great force and logic and contend, if the 
selection of Sunday is not made by controlling religious sentiment, that then 
the legislative mind, could designate Wednesday as a day of rest, and that the 
Courts, by parity of reasoning, would be compelled to uphold the constitution- 
ality of such law. 

But as the bench and bar have passed from the consideration of laws ap- 
plying to trades generally, to those which apply to only one pursuit, and that 
pursuit an inoffensive one, whose operation is not attended with the disorder 
oh disturbance attendant upon many other vocations, the difficulties in- 
nagse Judge Cooley, in his “Constitutional Limitations’ considers this 
i Tcanstitutional in its provisions, contending as he does that it is for the Leg- 
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TT, entitled “A Bill for An Act to provide for the appointment of Receivers 
of the Estates of absent persons in certain cases,” having had the same un- 
der consideration report the same back to the House with the recommendation 
that the bill do not pass. 

In our opinion the laws already afford suflicient relief for and furnish the 
mode of procedure by which a Court on the petition of the deserted wife or 
child may obtain jurisdiction over the property of a non-resident or a citizen 
Who has left the State. It occurs to us that if this bill should pass, allowing 
the appointinent of Receivers simply upon public notice, without issuance of 
regular summons and due service thereof upon the defendant either person- 
ally or by publication, it would be a source of great injustice in its practical 
operations, Tt is well established by the decisions of the Supreme Court of 
the State of Montana that a wife may maintain a suit for maintenance with- 
out asking for a divorcee, and your Comittee are of the .opinion that any 
proper relief can be readily obtained in a suit of this Kind, regularly com- 
menced and prosecuted, In addition to the above objections as to the expe- 
dieney of its passage, we are of the further opinion that the bill plainly con- 
Iravenes Section 242 of the Code of Civil Procedure, which enunciates that 
there shall be but one form of civil actions for the enforcement of rights and 
the redress of wrongs.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTER. 


“By Shropshire: 
Alr. Speaker: 
Your Special Committee directed to take into consideration the questions of 


pensation due to the members, and report a joint resolution fixing the date 
of the adjournment and the amount of such compensation, beg leave to re- 
port: 

Your Committee have had some difficulty in determining just what rule of 
construction this Legislative Assembly should place upon the constitutional 
provisions respecting the period of the session of the Assembly, but have come 
to the conclusion that the Assembly should adopt a rule of construction and act 
upon it, and we have come to this conclusion for the following reasons: 

The Constitution provides: “No Sesion of the Legislative Assembly, after the 
first, which may be ninety days, shall exceed sixty days.” The question has 
arisen whether this provision contemplates sixty Legislative Working Days. 
or sixty consecutive days. Strong arguments and plausible reasons can be al 
duced in behalf of both constructions and we have found eminent authority 
for both. 

In the Territory of Arizona this question came up under the Statute of the 
United States providing that the “Sessions of the Legislative Assemblies of the 
several territories of the United States shall be limited to sixty days dur ation.” 
~ The majority of the Supreme Court of Arizona held that this provision meant 
sixty legislative working days, and not sixty consecutive days, but upon close 


ly, in its opinion by reason of the “great public interests involved in the col 
troversy” that it would annul many of the laws now in force and thus distutd 
and unsettle public credit, destroy public rights, and bring disaster upon tbe 
territory;’’ should it hold otherwise, the Court in this case, say, however, that 
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the “Legislature in the first instance is the judge of its own constitutional pow- 
ers” and it holds rightly as we believe where the Legislature in judging of its 
constitutional powers, has not abused the right, or where it is not grossly ap- 
parent that they have acted under a misapprehension will not disturb the con- 
struction of the Legislative Assembly may have put upon its constitutional 
powers. We find also that the Supreme Court of Alabama has had occasion 
to pass upon this question concurring with’ the Supreme Court of Arizona. Illi- 
nois has also determined the same question in substantially the same way, but 
in this case we find that the decision grew out of a fight between the Governor 
and the Legislature, and was largely controlled by that fact. 

Inasmuch as this Legislative Assembly may be the judge of its constitutional 
powers in the first instance, and as no great public interests are involved, we do 
not think that these decisions should control the action of this Legislative As- - 
sembly in arriving at a conclusion in this matter; especially in view of the fact 
that the ablest opinion delivered upon this question was by a divided Court, 
one Judge dissenting in a very able opinion, which shows very clearly that 
there are abundant reasons in supoprt of the construction that this provision 
of our constitution evidently means sixty consecutive days. This view of the 
dissenting Judge has been upheld by Attorney General Miller of the United 
States, and other eminent authority as well. We believe that the views ofthe 
dissenting Judge are entitled to consideration as being more reasonable upon 
the constitutional question involved, as well as in accordance with the practice 
which heretofore obtained in this State. We are of the opinion, therefore, that 
by construing this provision of our Constitution to mean sixty consecutive 
days, as the period of the Legislative Session, we shall be within law, and that 
this construction of our constitutional powers would not be disturbed by the 
Courts inasmuch as it could not be said that the Legislature had exceeded its 
authority or abused its right in thus exercising the power. f 

In view of the foregoing facts, we are of the opinion that this Legislative 
Assembly cannot legally continue its session beyond midnight on the seventh 
day of March next, and that it should adjourn on or before that hour. 

As to the per diem compensation, to which the members may be entitled, we 
would say, that if the session is to be considered as continuing only sixty con- 
secutive days, then the members should receive compensation for sixty con- 
secutive days and no more. ; 

We therefore beg leave to submit the following joint resolution. 

Resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate conéurring, that it is 
the sense of this Legislative Assembly that the session thereof cannot legally 
be continued beyond midnight on the seventh of March next, and that the re- 
spective houses do adjourn on or before that hour.

We, the undersigned members of your Committee on Education having had 
under consideration H. B. No. 88 entitled “An Act to establish a uniform sys. 
tem of text books,” beg leave to make the following report: 

First—We would recommend that some such measure as is contained in H, 
B. No. 88 be passed; this bill provides for the adoption and contract for a series 
of school books for a term of six years for the State. 

Second—That as to the selection of school books your Committeee haye re. 
ceived bids frm thirteen publishing companies, which list of books and prices 
we submit to your honorable body and we hereby return the same to the House 
for the information therein contained. ” 

We have diligently investigated the wants and desires of the Educators and 
parents of the State, also the system of books used in other States. Through 
the courtesy of Hon. Samuel T. Black, Superintendent of Public Instruction i 
of California, your Committee were furnished with the plan and system of l 


. books now in use in that State where the State prints their own school books 


and furnish them to their childrerm at cost; the system does not seem to have 
been a successful one in that State and your Committee are of the opinion that 
such a system could not be successfully operated in Montana. 

We submit to you the information so far obtained by your Committee as to 
the opinion and desire of teachers and parents of the State. 

At a public meeting held in this House for the discussion of text book's a ma- 
jority of the speakers favored a radical change of books. , 

Resolutions have been presented to us from Miles City, Missoula and Boze- 
man School Boards asking for a change and also a petition signed by twelve 
teachers and superintendents. ! 

The School Boards of Helena and Butte, representing the two largest districts | 
in the State, have urgently requested that as few changes as possible be made l 
in the present system and that we obtain cheaper prices, if possible. 

About three hundred teachers throughout the State have personally indorsed | 
the present system of books in use. Something like fifty personal requests 
from parents were sent to the Committee from Butte asking that owing to the | 
hard times the present system of books be retained. 

We hereby give you the vote of the Committee on the books submitted to us. l 

On Readers, seven votes for Stickney’s and four for McGuffey’s. 

On Spelling Books, six votes for Swinton’s and five for Reede’s. 

On Geography, nine votes for Fry’s and two for Barnes’. 

On Grammar, Seven votes for Maxwell's and four for Reed & Kellogg. 

On Mental Arithmetic, nine votes for Ray’s and two for Stoddard. 

On Advanced Arithmetic, eight for Milne’s, two for Wentworth, and one for | 
Peck. 7 

_On History, six votes for Montgomery and five for Barnes. 

On Physiology, nine votes for Kellogg and two for Blaisdell. 

On Civil Government, seven votes for Civics of Young Americans and four ; 
for Peterman. | 

On Copy Books, six votes for Graphic and five for Spencerian. 

On Drawing, seven for Bartholomew’s and four for Graphic. 

On Music, seven votes for the Normal Series, and three for Song Waves. 

Of the thirteen bids made we find no material difference in the prices taken | 
as a whole. — 
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We cannot concur in the report of the other members of the Committee as 
such a radical change as they have decided upon will cost the people of the 
State Something like sixty thousand dollars. 

We further believe that upon a question of so much importance the whole 
matter should be left to the decision of the House: therefore, we send with our 
report all information obtained by the Committee without recommendation.

THE WESTERN STATIXRENITENTIARY AT DEER LODGE. 
HISTORY. 


The State Penitentiary at Deer Lodge was built by the United States govern- 
ment in 1871, it then consisting of that one stone building with capacity, in two 
tiers, of cells, for but fifty-six prisoners. In i886 to this building was added 
a middle building and south wing. The south wing contains forty-two cells, 
with capacity of eighty-four prisoners, the cells in both wings are now ar- 
ranged in three tiers and are built of brick. Two guards are stationed in each 
wing in a position allowing a view of each prisoner under his supervision. The ` 
middle building is used as guard’s room, kitchen and dining room, officers recep- 

ation room, ete. Hach wing is 68x40 feet, three stories high. In 1889, the Fed- 
eral government also erected a brick building 18x24 feet to be used as female 
quarters, and has capacity for eight. f 

These building situated on a tract of land, twenty acres in size, were trans- 
ferred to the State of Montana upon its admission. As necessity has arisen ad- 
ditional buildings have been erected, such as physician’s office and medical 
room in 1890, new dining room, in 1891, milk house, root house, store house, etc. 
The increased number of prisoners sent to the penitentiary has necessitated. 


- the construction of a largs additional cell house with accomodations for 164 


prisoners. The house is constructed of logs and is used almost exclusively for 
the short term convicts. i 


STONE WALL. á 


In July, 1893, a stone wall 450 feet long; 350 feet wide; to surround the build- 
ings of the Penitentiary was begun, and will be completed within the coming 
month. The wall contains 6,966 perches of stone is 16.9 feet above ground on 
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a foundation of six feet below the surface. At bottom it is four feet wide, tap- 
ering to 36 inches at top of ground and 24 inches at top of wall, and is covered 
with a coping or walkway of stone nine inches thick and 45 inches wide. The 
total cost of wall to date is $29,593.28, which includes some slight repairs upon 
buildings, the expenses of: superintendence, expenses of visiting board, neces- 
sary extra rations for convicts employed on the work, extra allowance to con- 
tractors for clothing and other necessities furnished men. The wall is of very 
handsome material and has all the appearance of being in every respect sub- 
stantial and well built. Based on calculations made by Mr. Michael Corbett, 
who being a practical stone mason was one of the most useful of the committee 
it is estimated that the wall would have cost about $40,000 had convict labor 
not been employed. About $11,000 have therefor been saved to the State by 
using the prisoners and the benefit to the convicts thmselves must be taken in- 
to consideration, as Supt. McCalman has stated that every man employed on 
the wall will go forth either a practical stone mason, or competent rock man, 
The guard houses which are situated on the four corners of the wall are com- 
fortable, roomy and in such position as to afford uninterrupted view of the 
wall and yard in the vicinity of the tower. Before the building of this wall the 
prison was surrounded by a board fence of but slight stability, it having been 
blown down several times. The entire building of the wall has been under the 
supervision of Mr. James McCalman, an experienced and expert stone mason. 
An average of one hundred convicts have been employed on the work and as a 
compensation for such employment an allowance, or good time, is granted, 
which is deducted from the length of the term of imprisonment. It was ob- 
served that a better appearing or healthier class of men were those at work, 
that these men were glad to be employed and that in no event had they a com- 
plaint to utter. The land has been carefully graded both inside and outside of 
the walls, many carloads of stone and earth have been hauled for this purpose. 


CONTRACT WITH CONLEY & McTAGUE. 


By the terms of their contract Messrs. Conley & McTague are given entire 
control of the penitentiary subject to certain rules formulated by the Board of 
Prison Commissioners and which are made a part of the contract. They are al- 
lowed forty cents per diem per man from the time of his confinement to dis- 
charge. The specifications of the contract call for a regular bill-of-fare each 
day of the week; require that the contractors furnish necessary clothing and 
bedding, medical attendance, and in case of death, burial. By an order of the 
Board of Prison Commissioners an additional allowance was granted contract- 
ors of eight cents per day per man for additional clothes and meat furnished 
men who work on the wall. It was found to be impossible for men to perform 
heavy manual labor on the food furnished and this additional allowance gave 
each prisoner employed on the outside one pound of meat more and other ne- 
cessities. Upon entry of the Penitentiary a prisoner’s clothes and valuables 
are taken away from him, properly labeled, kept in a recepticale and cared for. 
In case of a short termed prisoner, wearing good clothes upon entry, the same 
are returned to him upon his discharge; otherwise the State furnishes every 
discharged convict with a suit of clothes new and of the value of fifteen dollars 

In 1894 there was paid to the contractors $48,642, which includes all expense 
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of maintenance of prisoners; in 1893 there was allowed $67,179, a saving to the 
State in 1894 of $18,537 with an average of the same number confined. For the 
past two years the commitments and discharges from the penitentiary have 
been about even and the number of convicts in the State at present does not 
appear to be increasnig. , 

The following statement drawn from the reports of the various State Peni- 
tentiary of the United States show the relative cost of prisoners in the State 
of Montana, as compared with other State Penitentiaries.

CONDITION OF PRISON AND CONVICTS. 


The Prison itself, the cells, the outhouses, and the yard appeared clean and 
well cared for; the cell walls were whitewashed and apparently every precau- 
tion was taken for the prevention of the spread of contagion. The Committee 
was present at three meals of the prisoners and tasted their food and found it 
wholesome of some variety and in plenty. The Committee made personal in- 
vestigation of every cell in the penitentiary and interrogated the prisoners as 
to their complaints and the general reply was that everything was satisfactory 
so for as treatment, care and food were concerned. A general desire was ex- 
pressed among the unemployed for work, something to occupy their attention 
and time, the flabby pale faces, the restless eye and the palsied hand testify- 
ing to the inhumanity of allowing perfect inaction. The prisoners are taken 
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- out for exércise daily, the weather permitting, but, in the opinion of your Com- 


=o o a a t 


mittee, there should be more employment allowed. It has been possible to 
use about 100 able-bodied long-termed men in the building of the wall, a few 
men are used by the contractors at their ranch about a mile from the prison in 
raising vegetables, etc., for the use of the prison, a few are employed as cooks, 
etc., yet there are always in the neighborhood of one hundred and fifty men ab- 
solutely unemployed. It was found that men who were allowed to go to the 
ranch enjoyed the labor, and many begged for the privilege. The contract of 
the State is silent upon the subject of taking the prisoners outside of the prison 
walls to work, or indeed working them at all, but your Committee believe that 
the work given by the contractors to the convicts either on the inside or out- 
side of the walls has been of great benefit. Upon their discharge the con- 
tractors have been in the habit of paying men who have been employed on the 
ranch for their time, and many leave the Penitentiary with from twenty to 
seventy-five dollars, money earned and granted them by the contractors as a 
reward for faithful service. ¥

INVESTIGATION AS TO HSCAPED PRISONERS. 


An investigation was made by the Committee into the escape of the three 
prisoners on the 29th or 30th of May last, and considerable testimony taken in 
relation thereto. It was found that thirteen men were at work on the ranch 
under the supervision of George Savage, guard, and these three men, Russell, 
Philpot and Goodness, all of whom had but short terms to serve and were 
Khown as “trusties,” while planting vegetables escaped. Every effort was 
made by the contractors for their recovery, they expending in cash $671.31, 
which does not include the time of themselves and four guards who were out 
hunting the escaped convicts. A reward of $600 was offered for the capture of 
the men and a thousand dodgers sent all over the country. 

The guards, sheriff’s posse and the contractors were out hunting the men for 
six weeks and one man is now employed in tracing the fugitives.

HEALTH OF THB PRISON. 


The prisoners health which appeared good is under the care of a competent 
physician, who takes personal pride in the care of the inmates. A record is 
kept of every case treated, the nature of the treatment and the result. It was 
found upon examination that the larger portion of the diseases were such as 
would be contracted outside of the prison walls. A convict has been educated 
as an assistant to the physician in charge, and it was asserted that his experi- 
ence and training had fitted him to treat nearly every case of minor degree in 
the prison. à ' 


THE “TRUSTIE” SYSTEM. 


The “trustie system” is used to a large extent in the penitentiary. By this 
system a prisoner of good behavior is permitted certain privileges, which are 
not granted to prisoners of less exemplary conduct. These privileges consist 


1 
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in being allowed greater freedom of action and of speech. The “‘trusties” who 
are employed on the ranch, who herd and milk the cows, keep gates under 
the towers where the guards are, carry wood, ete. The stables which are situ- 
ated outside of the walls, are in entire charge of the convicts, who there tend 
the cows and horses. It is believed that this system is a practicable and safe 
one, and that the privileges are seldom abused this is evidenced from the fact 
that only three prisoners have escaped from the prison in five years. A “trustie” 
is never allowed outside of the walls after sunset, and all prisoners employed 
at the ranch are returned to the prison at night fall. The Committee believe 
that a system such as is in vogue in certain other states and known as the 
‘narole system” would be of benefit to Montana. Under its provisions a long 
termed convict, who has really repented for his crime, is granted a discharge 
from the prison on condition that he live an upright life. He is not permitted 
to leave certain bounds and is always under the watchful care of the State. It - 
is believed that this system will be of incalculable benefit and save to the State l 
hundreds of dollars. 


A SYSTEM OF PRISON SCHOOLS. 


A great quantity of school books were found on hand at the pringe and the 
prisoners expressed in many instances desire to learn. 

It is believed that steps should be taken by the appointment of Superintend- 
ent of Prison Schools, who shall have entire charge of the teaching of prison- 
ers. There are many convicts capable of assisting in the teaching of their fel- 
low prisoners, and with a proper head a very beneficial system of teaching and 
of schools could be established.

THE CONTRACT SYSTEM AND THE WARDEN SYSTEM. 


The Committee found the prison well kept and believe that the contractors 
fulfill their contract, and give as good satisfaction and service as can be ob- 
tained under the contract system. Your Committee further believe that it is 
the most economical method that can be pursued by the State in the care of 
its convicts, but your Committee is of the opinion that the reformatory part of 
our states prison system is necessarily entirely neglected under the contract 
plan, and we recommend that as soon as the finances of the State will permit 
that a warden should be appointed, in order that the reformatory idea. may be 
adopted and so place Montana in line with other states in the laudable effort 
to reform the prisoners under the care of the State.

We, your Committee on Judiciary, to whom was referred H. B. No. 287, en- 
titled “A Bill for AnAct permitting the redemption of certain property sold 
for delinquent taxes,” herewith return the same to the House after due con- 
sideration, and report thereon as follows: 

This Bill seeks to provide a way whereby any house, building or structure 
standing upon land which is leased d to the owner of such improvements may be 
redeemed from taxsale by the ow ner thereof. The terms of the bill proceed upon 
the theory that such improvements are personal property, and aim to endow the 
owners of this species of property with the privilege of redemption; which the 
law does not attach to the general class of personal property. 

The new Code, however, contemplates that improvements of this character 
shall, for the purposes of taxation, be deemed real estate, with the ‘possible 
exception of cases where the improvements are upon land exempt from taxa- 
tion. 

See Sec. 2521, Folitical Code; also Sub-division 12 of Sec. 2442 and Sec. 24438. 
Section 2521 provides that every tax due upon improvements upon real estate 
assessed to others than the owner of the real estate is a lien upon both the land 
and improvements. This, then, would permit either the owner of the land or 
improvements to redeem as in other sales of real estate in cases where the 
land is not exempt, and will perhaps subserve the purposes of the introducer 
of the bill; and if it does, further consideration of the bill be indefinitely post- 
poned. But if he seeks to provide for redemption of improvements situated 
upon land exempt from taxation, we recommend that the bill be recommitted 
to the introducer with instructions to draft its provisions so as to accord 
with and amend the laws of the new Code pertaining to this class of property. 
The bill is accordingly returned with the above recommendations.

THE STATE INSANE ASYLUM AT WARM SPRINGS. 
Mr. Speaker: ! 


The Joint Senate and House Committee'appointed to inspect and report upon 
the Insane Asylum at Warm Springs, Montana, beg leave to report that they 
visited the Asylum on the 11th inst., and made a thorough inspection of all the 
details of the institution. It was found to be conducted in every respect on a 
humane and intelligent plan, the patients are well cared for, and your Com- 
mittee are unable to make any criticism of the management or the Asylum it- 
self. The Contractors appear to your Committee to have spared no pains in 
making this institution in every way, a perfectly equipped, modern asylum, 
and we believe there are few, if any, insane asylums in the United States as 
complete as this. As a notable evidence of this fact, a pest house, which is a 
large log building, has been constructed for the isolation of patients having 
contagious disease. This improvement completes, in the opinion of your Com- 
mittee, an admirably appointed insane asylum, and one of which Montana has 
just reason to be proud. 

The patients are well fed and clothed, and it was noticeable how confidently 
and trustingly the inmates greeted their keepers and physicians. 

Especial attention must be called to the cleanliness of all the buildings, the 
precautions taken against fire, the excellent heating facilities and the intelli- 
gent system of treating. 

A full and complete description of the asylum, the methods employed and the 
results are contained in the report of the Board of State Commissioners for th® 
Insane, and in the pamphlet which lies on each members desk, edited by Drs. 
Mussigbrod and Mitchell: Your Committee heartily endorse all that is said in 
the reports referred to, and express themselves as satisfied in every respect 
with the condition of the State Asylum. 

While it seems that the price for keeping the insane of the State of Montana 
is high, it must be taken into consideration that the contractors have necessar- 
ily invested a vast amount of money in the construction of buildings and equip- 
ments, and that the other states in the union have themselves invested in ne- 
cessary buildings from $300,000 to a million dollars and over. Again in other 
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states which own their own plants, statistics shows that in a many instances, 
the Keeping of the insane per capita is even much higher than in Montana.

Section 8. The vote upon this amendment shall be counted and canvassed 
by such persons-and in such manner as is provided by law for the counting and 
canvassing of the votes for member of Congress, and if a majority of all votes 
cast at said election for and against said amendment shall be in favor of the 
amendment, the Governor of the State shall immediately so declare by public 
prodlamation, and said amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part 
of the constitution from and after the date of said proclamation. 

Section 4. The official ballots to be used at the general election to be held in 
November, 1896, shall have printed thereon the following words: 

“Yor ‘the amendment to the Constitution relating to rights of suffrage and 
qualifications: to hold office,” and the words “against the amendment to the 
Constitution relating to rights of suffrage and qualifications to hold office.” 

We recommend that it do pass with these amendments. ss

I respectfully return to your honorable body, without my approval, House 
Joint Memorial No. 4, relating to the Cree Indians. My objections to this Mem- 
orial are based upon the following considerations. 

While the wrongs inflicted upon this State by the presence of the wanda of a 
foreign nation are clearly and forcibly outlined, the Memorial submits to the 
Federal Congress the propriety of the alternative of domiciling these invaders 
upon the Indian Reservation in this State. This is objectionable in that it de- 
sires the Government to accept as wards, with all that that implies in the mat- 
ter of protection and support a band of foreign Indians who are described as 
outlaws and robbers, “breeding discontent among our more settled and partially 
civilized trbes.” It would clearly be impolitic for the Government-to introduce 
upon its Indian Reservations disturbing elements of this character. Such a 
course would invite re-inforcements from over the Canadian border. In re- 
sponse to petitions from the Cree Indians asking to be placed upon our Indian 
Reservations, I have conferred with the Federal Authorities without satisfac- 
tory results in that direction, and I am confident that to memorialize Congress 
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to that end will prejudice the real object to be attained, namely, the removal 
of the Cree Indian from the State. 

To settle these Indians upon our Reservations, either upon lands in severalty 
or otherwise, would involye new questions for international consideratioy that 
would indefinitely postpone the settlement of the Cree problem, and prevent 
the throwing open of these reservations in part to white settlers. I am firmly 
of the opinion that but one course should be pursued relative to the Cree In- 
dians, namely, the insistence that Congress take steps to remove them from 
-the State, amdi in default of this legislative action that will attain the same re- 
sult. j

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your Committee on Insurance having had under consideration House Bill 
No. 127 and also House Bill No. 155, have concluded that as the creation of an 
Insurance Department will work such a radical change in the present law, 
that it would be better to repeal the whole of it and substiute in place thereof 
House Bill No. 127, We therefore recommend that House Bill No. 127 do pass 
with the amendments herewith submitted, and that House Bill No. 155 be in- 
definitely postponed, as the greater part.thereof is contained in the amend- 
ments of House Bill No. 127 suggested therein. 

That the following sections to be numbered consecutively from 12 be inserted 
in said Bill No. 127. 

Sec. 12. The place of payment for both premiums and the policy must be 
within this State, and all contracts shall be construed acording to the laws of 
this State, which shall be the place of the contract. The signifying in policy 
or application that the contract is to be paid or to be construed other than 
aforesaid is expressly forbidden. > 

Sec. 13. Insurance may be made and sustained in favor of any person or per- 
sons who may have a financial interest in the life of the insured. The interest 
in one’s own life shall not be questioned and insurance ef such interest may be 
disposed of by will or assignment, but not in fraud of creditors. The wife 
or husband or children or other relatives of the insured, who might become de- 
pendant upon him for support, or others whether related or not, to whose care 
and support he has actually contributed while of sound mind, shall be held to 
have an insurable interest in the life of the insured. But no insurance shall be 
effected without the knowledge and consent of the person insured and upon the 
determination of the interest of the beneficiary or beneficiaries in the life of 
the insured that title of the policy shal! pass to the insured, subject, however, 
to a lien for the amount of any premiums that may have heen paid thereon by 
the beneficiary, with interest upon the same. A creditor shall be held to have 
an interest in the life of debtor in the amount of his debt and the accrued inter- 
est thereon. All assignment of policies shall be subject to proof of interest, 
but interest only as hereinbefore specified to sustain an insurance shall sustain 
an assignment. 
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Sec. 14. . A policy of life insurance on the life of an individual, in the absence 
of his declaration, agreement or assignment tọ the contrary, shall insure to 
the separate use of the designated beneficiary or beneficiaries, if any, provided 
the same are interested in his life to the full amount of the insurance; if no 
beneficiary is designated, then the insurance, independently of his creditors 
shall insure to the separate use of his wife and children, if any; otherwise the 
policy shall be part of the assets of the estate of the insured. 

Sec. 15. Every company issuing participating policies shall insert in every 
such policy an agreement as to the surplus earnings pursuant to the following 
form, to-wit: 

The premiums. received herein shall be carried forward. and credited each 
year at the anniversary of this policy, with interest pee a at the current rate 
actually realized from the company. From such accumulation shall be from 
time to time deducted the policy’s share of the death losses and expenses of 
the company, including the dividends on capital stock, if any. A division of 
surplus will take place on day, month and year, and at whatever intervals 
thereafter, at which time (or times) there will be divided to the holder of this 
policy (what percentage) of the surplus of any accumulations over the then re- 
serve at what standard).” 

Section 16. All companies issuing participating policies shall keep individual 
accounts with the holders thereof and shall furnish them with detailed state- 
ments of accounts upon request at intervals of not longer than one year. 

See. 17. All legal claims for death losses shall be due at once upon presenta- 
tion of proofs of death of the insured. No cause of action shall be held to have 
acerued until such proof shall.have been presented. No limitation other than 
that created by law of the time for presenting proofs or for bringing suit shall 
be binding whether over the insured’s signature or not. 

See. 18. Stock companies may be governed by such by-laws and in such man- 
ner as the stockholders may elect, subject to the general laws of this State. 
Mutual companies may be governed in such manner and by such by-laws as 
the members may elect, subject to the general laws of this State, but elections 
may be either by direct vote or proportional or local representation and by the 
use of proxies. 

See. 19. Every company doing business in this State shall file with the 
Superintendent of Insurance copies of every form of policy issued or proposed 
to be issued by said company, together with the premium rates to be charged 
therefor and the table and formula necessary for the calculation of net prem- 
iums and reserve thereon. The Superintendent of Insurance shall carefully 
examine the same, and if found in any way contrary to law shall order the 
company to at once cease to issue such forms of policy until amended to con- 
form to the law. The issuing of any policy before the filing of copy of the form 
thereof or after ordered to cease issuing the same is prohibited. 

Sec. 20. The funds of all Insurance Companies may be invested in such 
manner as is permissable by the laws of the State or country in which they 
are incorporated, and in addition thereto a portion of their funds or assets shall 
be investéd as hereinafter provided, that is to say: Hach Company, Corporation 
or Association‘shall invest each year an amount equal to 25 per cent. of the net 
premiums collected by such Company, Corporation or Association the .preced- 
ing year in the State of Montana in securities or properties in or of the State of 
Montana of the following character, to-wit: 
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1. In unincumbered, improved real estate at a fair market valuation, or in 
the purchase and improvement of real estate at a like valuation. 

2. In any bonds, notes, stocks or mortgages issued by the State of Montana 
or in pursuance of any law of said State, or of any public institution owned or 
controlled by the State. 

38. In bonds of any county, city, town or school district of the State. 

4. In any warrants of any county, city or town of the State of Montana. 

5. In bonds or notes secured by mortgage or deeds of trust on real estate 
located in the State of Montana, which bonds or notes or mortgages shall not 
be in excess of 60 per cent. of the reasonable market value of such real estate. 

Provided, That all companies now regularly licensed to transact business in 
this State, which shall have in whole or in part of its assets in Montana as 
hereinbefore designated to the amount required, as set forth, shall not be re- 
quired to invest additional assets of such character, unless the total amount 
so invested shall be less than the minimum amount required, and in which 
event the company shall within six months from and after the passage of this 
Act invest or cause to be invested the additional amount of assets required to 
make the amount conform to the provisions of this Act, and. provided, that any 
company regularly licensed to transact business in this State, which has none 
of its assets invested in Montana as hereinbefore designated. and required, shall 
within six months from and after the passage of this Act comply with the con- 
ditions hereinbefore required and set forth, and further, provided, that. when 
any company not transacting business in this State applies for permission to 
transact business in this State it shall, as to the investments of its assets only, 
have three months from date of such application, in which to make the invest- 
ment as hereinbefore provided and set forth. 

Your Committee further recommends that Section 4 of Chapter 2, of said Bill 
No. 127, be amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 4. No Insurance Company not organized or incorporated under the laws 
of this State, or; persons or association of persons, shall transact any 
insurance busindss in this State, unless it shall first file in the office of the 
Superintendent of Insurance a duly certified copy of its charter or articles 
of incorporation or deed of settlement, together with a statement, under oath 
of the President and Secretary, or other chief officers of such company, show- 
ing the condition of affairs of such company, on the 31st day of December, next 


preceding the date of such oath. The statement shall be in the same form and | 


shall set forth the same particulars as the annual statement required by this 
chapter, provided, that insurance companies complying with the provisions of 
this section shall not be required to comply with Section 1 of “An Act to pro- 
vide for the. conditions upon which foreign corporations may do business in 
this State.” Approved March 8, 1893. 7 
Provided, further, that all insurance companies organized by authority other 
than that of the State of Montana, hereafter applying for authority to do busi- 
ness in this State, shall, for filing the articles required by this section, pay the 
fee as required by Section 12, Chapter I, this Act, and any company now author- 


‘ized to transact the business of insurance in this State.shall file a duly certified . 


copy of its charter, or articles of incorporation or deed of settlement within 
sixty days from the passage of this Act; and if the company’s principal office 
is outside of the United States, and no similar deposit available for the protec- 
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tion of Montana policy holders has already been made in some other State, 
then the Auditor shall before issuing the license aforesaid, require the com- 
pany to deposit with him not less than $100,000 in approved securities, such de- 
posit to be for the protection of the policy holders in the United States. The 
license granted companies of other States and countries may be renewed on 
or before the first day of March of every year, provided the companies have in 
every respect complied with the law; and for any violation of the law the Sup- 
erintendent of Insurance is empowered to at any time suspend or withdraw 
any such license and to command the company to forthwith cease transacting 
business in this State. 

Also that the following be added to Section 5, Chapter 2 of said Bill No. 127, 
to be numbered “Sub-division 2.” 

2. Every life insurance company doing business in this State shall, on or be- 
fore the first day of March in each year transmit to the Superintendent of In- 
surance a statement of its business standing and affairs in the form prescribed 
or authorized by law and adapted to the business done by the company, and 
signed and sworn to by an officer of the company, and made out for the year 
ending on the previous 3ist day of December, the form of said statement to be 
as follows: 

1. Name and location of home office of the company. 

2. Detailed statement of the resources of the company showing (a) cost value, 
(b) market value, (c) par value, (d) actual income derived from the same. Policy 
loans and loans on bond and mortgage and upon collateral may be reported 
under their general heads and not in detail, but accompanied with affidavits 
to the value of the reserves of policies, real estate mortgaged and collateral 
held. But no security yielding a less income than 4 per cent. shall be included 
under such general head. 

3. Liabilities of every sort in detail, including reserves by the standard of 
the “Combined Experience” or “Actuaries Table” and 4 per cent. interest per 
annum. 

4. Number, date, kind, amount, premium and age and name of insured, (a) 
of each outstanding policy, (b) of each policy issued during the year, (¢) of each 
policy terminated during the year, with mode of termination and amount and 
kind of surrender value paid therefor within Montana. 

5. Receipts of the year under the general head of interest, rent, dividends, 
premiums, and in all-other respects in detail. 

6. Expenditures of the year under general heads of death losses, matured 
policies, surrendered policies, dividends to policy holders, dividends to stock 
holders, first year commissions, renewal commissions and in all other respects 
in detail. x 

7. Copies of all forms of policies issued by the Company. 

8. The amount of salary and other compensation, if any, paid each officer and 
director of the company for all services rendered, whether appertaining to his 
office or not. * + 4 my 

9. The highest percentage of the first year commissions paid by the company, 
including any bonus or extra compensation, whether treated as a purchase or 
renewai, interest or not. 

10. The largest salary or other compensation paid any general or other aeent 
for any or all services other than personal soliciting. 
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11. Method or methods for dividing surpius, including full information as to 
formula for calculating same, with time and mode of payment. 
12. Amount of surplus accumulated because of deferred dividend policies. 
18. Number and aniount of death losses reported ‘unpaid; number and 


amount of same approved; detailed statement of all claims contesed, with rea- 
son for contest. 


Also that Section 12, Chapter I, Sub-division I of said bill No. 127, be amended 
so as to read as follows: i 
Section 12. There shall be paid by every insurance company doing business 
in this State, to the Superintendent of Insurance the following fees:

This act shall not apply to fraternal societies and lodges and no cor- 
poration, company or association, conducting or pretending to conduct a life 
insurance business on the assessment plan other than societies, associations, 
lodges or corporations under the jurisdiction of a grand or supreme lodge issu- 
ing insurance as an incident to social or benevolent work among the members ` 
thereof shall be permitted to transact an insurance business in this State.

Sec. 22. The statements of an applicant for life insurance made for the pur- 
pose of obtaining same, and whether written, printed or oral, shall be held to 
be representations merely and not warrantees, and subject therefore to proofs 
of materialty, and the same shall not be referred to as warrantees or made part 
of any policy or part consideration therefor, or in any.other manner be made 
to have the effect of warrantees. But if the age of the applicant has been undér- 
stated, the company shall have the right to adjust the insurance to aceord with 
the actual age.

G must show the date, amount and number, and the person to whom, and the

9. To annually make out and submit to the Council at its last meeting prior 
to May 1st, a detailed account of all receipts and expenditures during the pasi 


-fiscal year, file the same with the Clerk and an abstract thereof must be pub- 


lished in some newspaper in the city or town, or if none is published such ab- 
str act must be posted in the room or building occupied by the Council.

as orignally drawn with the folowing amendments: 

That on page 6 of said printed bill No. 127, Section 2, line 126, the figures 
“$50.00” be stricken out and the figures $100.00 be inserted in lieu thereof: that 
in line 127 the figures $50.00 be stricken oùt and the figures $100 be inserted in 
lieu thereof; that in line 128 the figures “$25.00” be stricken out and the figures 
$50.00 be inserted in lieu thereof; that in line 129, after the word “State” the 
figures “$5.00” be stricken out and the following inserted, with seal affixed 
$10.00.” 

That in line 130, after the word “agent” the figures “$2.00” be stricken out 
and the following inserted, with seal affixed $3.00. 

That on page 7 of said printed bill, line 134, after the word “Insurance” the 
words “one and one-half per cent.” be stricken out and the words two per cent, 
be inserted in lieu thereof; and the words “the gross’ be inserted between “on” 
and “premium” on same line.

2. Every company doing business in this State, shall, on or before the first 
day of March in each year transmit to the Superintendent of InSurance a state- 
ment of its business standing and affairs in the form prescribed or authorized 
by law and adapted to the business done by such company, and signed and 
sworn to by an officer of the company, and made out for the years ending on 
the previous thirty-first day of December, the form of said statement to be as 
follows: 

1. Name and location of home office of the company. 

2. Detial statement of the resources of the company, showing (a) cost value 
(b) market value, (d) actual income derived from same. Policy loans and loans 
on bond and mortgage and upon collateral may be reported under their general 
heads and not in detail, but accompanied with affidavits to the value of the re- 
serves of policies, real estate mortgaged and collateral held. But no security 
yielding a less income than 4 per cent shall be included under such general 
head. ' 

3. Liabilities of every sort in detail, including reserves by the standard of 
the “Combined Experience” or “Actuaries Table” ane 4 per cent interest per 
annum. 

4. Number, date, kind, amount, premium and age and name of insured, (a) 
of each outstanding policy, (b) of each policy issued during the year, (c) of each 
‘policy terminated during the year, with mode of temination and amount and 
kind of surrender value paid therefor within Montana. 
aD, Receipts of the year under the general heads of interest, rents, dividends, 
permiums and in all other respects in detail. 

6. Expenditures of the year under the general heads of death losses, matured 
policies, surrendered policies, dividends to policy ‘holders, dividends to stock 
holders, first year commissions, renewal commissions and in all other respects 
in detail. 

T. Copies of all forms of policies issued by the company. 

8. The amount of salary and other compensation if any, paid each officer and 
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director and other company for all services rendered, whether apppertaining 
to his office or not. 

9. The highest percentage of first year commission paid by thie company, in-, 
cluding any extra or bonus compensation, whether treated as a purchase of 
renewal interest or not. i 

10. The largest salary or other compensation paid by any general or other 
agent for any or all services other than personal soliciting. 

11. Method or methods of dividing surplus, including full information as to 
formula for calculating same, with time and mode of payment. 

12. Amount of surplus accumulated because of deferred dividend policies. 

13. Number and amount of death losses reported and unpaid, number and 
amount of same approved, detailed pitement of all claims contested, with rea- 
son for contest. 

That on page 10 of said printed bill the following be added to Section 4, of 
Chapter IT. 

“And provided further, that in case of any Life Insurance Company, if the 
Company’s principal office is outside of the United States, and no similar de 
posit available for the protection of Montana poligy holders has already been 
made in some other State, then the Superintendent of Insurance shall, before 
issuing the license aforesaid, require the Company to deposit with him not less 
than $100,000.00 in approved securities, such deposit to be for the protection of 
the policy holders in the United States. The license granted Companies of 
other States and Countries may be renewed on or before the first day of March 
of every year, provided the companies have in every respect complied with the 
law and for any violation of law the Superintendent of Insurance is empowered 
to at any time suspend or withdraw any such license and to command the Com- 
pany to forthwith cease transacting business in this State. 

That on page 22 of said printed bill No. 127, the following P TR be inserted 
to be numbered consecutively from “Section 10,” to “Section 12,” inclusive: 

Section 10. The statements of an applicant for insurance made for the pur- 
pose of obtaining same, and whether written, printed or oral, shall be held to 


_ berepresentations merely, and not warrantees, and subject therefore to proofs 


of materiality, and the same shall not be referred to as warrantees or made 
part of any policy or part consideration therefor, cr in any other manner be 
made to have the effect of warrantees. But if the age of the applicant has been 
understated, the Company shall have the right to adjust the insurance to ac- 
cord with the actual age. 

Section 11. Every company issuing participating policies shall insert in 
every such policy an agreement as to surplus earnings pursuant to the follow- 
ing form, to-wit: wi 

“The premiums received herein shall be carried forward and credited each 
year at the anniversary of this policy, with interest thereon at the current rate 
actually realized by the rompany. From such accumulation shall be from time 
to time deducted the policy’s share of the death losses and expenses of the 
Company, including dividends on capital stock, if any. A division of surplus 
will take place on day, month and year, and whatever intervals thereafter, at 
which time (or times) there will be divided to the holder of this policy (what 
percentage) of the surplus of any accumulation over the then reserve (at what 
standard.) : 

Section 12. The funds of all insurance companies may be invested in such 
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manner as is permissable by the laws of the State or County in which they are 
incorporated, and in addition thereto, a portion of their funds or assets shall 
be invested as hereinafter provided, that is to say: Each Company, Corporation 
or Association shall invest each year an amount equal to twenty-five per cent 
of the net premiums collected by such Company, Corporation or Association 
the preceding year in the State of Montana, in securities or properties in or 
of the State of Montana of the following character, to-wit: 

1. In unincumbered real estate.at a fair market valuation, or in the purchase 
and improvement of real estate at a like valuation. 

2. In any bonds, notes, stocks or mortgages issued by the State of Montana 
or in pursuance of any law of said State, or of any public institution owned or 
controlled by the State. 

3. In bonds of any County, City, Town or School District of the State. 

4. In warrants of any County, City or Town of the State of Montana. 

5. In bonds or notes secured by mortgage or deeds of trust on real estate lo- 
cated in the State of Montana, which bonds or notes or mortgages shall not be 
in excess of 60 per cent of the reasonable market value of such real estate. 
Provided, that all companies now regularly licensed to transact business in 
this State, which shall have in whole or in part of its assets in Montana ás here- 
inafter designated to the amount required, as set forth, shall not be required 
to invest additional assets of such character, unless the total amount so invest- 
ed shall be less than the minimum amount required, and in which event the 
Company shall within six months from and after the passage of this Act, in- 
` vest or cause to be invested the additional amount of assets required to make 
the amount conform to the provisions of this Act, and provided, that any com- 
pany regularly licensed to transact business in this State, which has none of 
its assets invested in Montana as hereinbefore designated andrequired, and shall 
within six months from and after the passage of this Act comply with the con- 
ditions hereinbefore required and set forth, and further provided, that when 
any company now transacting business in this State applies for permission to 
transact business in this State, it shall, as to the investments of its assets only, 
have three months from date of application, in which to make the investment 
as hereinbefore provided and set forth.

1. All fences constructed of at least one strong pole, rail or board and three 
wires the lower one of which may be barbless, so that there b be three altogether 
which may be arranged at the pleasure of th builder; but “alll must be firmly 
which may be arranged at the pleasure of the builder; but all must be firmly 
the ground, not more than twenty feet apart, or set to well supported substan- 
tial leaning posts, not more than twenty feet apart. But the lower wire must 
not be more than one foot and a half from the ground; provided, that fences 
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constructed exclusively out of poles, rails or boards are not declared illegal by 
the provisions of this Act.

We find that the office of Mining Inspector was created March 14, 1889, that 
his duties aresas follows: 

He must visit each County in the State at least once in each year and examine 
all mines therein so far as practicable; further the Inspector is required to 
make an annual report to the Governor each year on the first day of December. 
He is required to include in such report all deaths and accidents to persons, 
specifyng the place where such accident occurs. 

But we find further that it is incumbent upon the management of every mine 
in the penal sum of not more than $1,000 (one thousand dollars), to report to 
the Inspector immediately and by the quickest means, of any accident that 
occurs in the mine. 


We find it the further duty of the Inspector to: visit any mine upon written 
we 
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complaint of three persons employed in such mine, accompanied by. affidavits 
setting forth that such mine is in an unsafe condition. 3 
We find that the Inspectot of Mines is required by law to visit mines and his 
right to enter therein shall not be denied, but he shall in no way interfere with 
the working of the mines; that he can recommend, but has no authority to en- 
force the provisions of this law. - 
We fail to find any negligence on the part of the Inspector, the fault is in ‘the 
law—the management of mines or the men employed therein. 
We consider the office of Mine Inspector under the present law, a worthless 
expense to the State. 
But owing to the limited time of this Legislative session we cannot recom- 
mend any action in the matter.

Your Committee on State Institutions, Buildings and Coane: to whom fers 
referred House Bills 269, 327, and 390, all in relation to the establishment and - 
maintenance of a State Tiaane Asylum, beg leave to make the.following report 

House Bill No. 269 seeks to create a body politic and corporate by the name 
of “The Montana Hospital for the Insane.” It provides for the location of the 
State Asylum at Hunter’s Hot Springs, Park County, authorizes an issue of 
coupon bonds to the extent of-$150,000 for the purchase of a site and necessary 
lands for farming ‘ptlirposes, to run 20 years, with interest at 5 per cent. per an- 
num. It provides also. for an appropriation of $50,000 to become a part of the- 

` game fund. It also appropriates $30,000 annually for the next two years for the 

care and maintenance of said Hospital and the patients therein—an amount ag- 

- gregating in bonds and appropriations the sum of $260,000. i 

In the opinion of ‘your Committee therè is no such money available either at 

present or prospectively; while the incurrance of any such amount of indebt- 

edness on the part of the State is simply out of the question under the restric- 
tions of the Constitution. 

We are confronted about with the same unsurmountable obstacles in the pro-, 
visions of House Bill No. 327, which contemplates ihe purchase of the Mussig- 
brod and Mitchell property at Warm Springs, Deer Lodge County; the price of 
which is stated to be $250,000. a f 

This property, if it belonged to the State, would probably serve its present 
purpose for a few years, but it can hardly þe claimed that the improvements, 
and apliances are of such a character as would be of any appreciable perman- 
ent value to the State—the improvements having g been made by piecemeal dur- . 
ing the last 16 to 18 years as the constantly changing exigencies of the service 
required. They are certainly neither modern in design, stately in appearance, 

- nor permanent i in character; and. yeti the property is held at a figure that should 
_be almost-sufficient to construct and furnish magnificent structures capable of 
accommodating from 800 to 1,000 patients. 


In considering the provisions of House ‘Bill No. 290, we find them briefly as 7 
„follows: - : 


¢ 
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The site is central as to population and accessible by two railroads. It con- 
sists of about 145 acres, together with the Alhambra Thermal Springs and in- 
cluding water rights for irrigation purposes, bath rooms, hotel and other struc- 
tures necesary to a health resort. and can be secured for, say, the sum of $50,- 
000 on easy terms, viz: $20,000 in 1895; $10.000 in 1897; $20,000 in 1899. 

Deferred payments without interest. The bill also provides ways and means 
for the erection of a suitable building or buildings, to cost not less than $40,000, 
which in four years’shall become the property of the State without any ad- 
ditional cost to it over and above the price at which the insane are now being 
kept under contract by Mitchell and Musigbrod. In other words, the bill pro- 
vides that the parties to whom the contract for four years may be awarded, 
at the expiration of the present contract, shall erect buildings, under plans and 
specifications to be approved by the Board of Commissioners for the care and 
keeping of the insane, which shall wholly revert to the State at the expiration 
of the four years contract. i 


The undersigned members of your Committee suggest the attached amend- - 


ments so as to more definitely protect the interest of the State and under all of 
the circumstances we are of the opinion that the bill as thus amended is the 
most favorable to the State of any so far referred to your Committee, and 
that under the provisions the Commissioners for the care and maintenance of 
the insane can be safely trusted to protect the interests of the State and make 
prudential arrangements as would in the near future place the institution. un- 
der the direct control of the State authorities. 

_ We therefore recommend the favorable consideration of said House Bill No. 
290 by the House; and that the further consideration of House Bills 269 and 327 
be indefinitely postponed.

After having carefully considered the provisions of House Bill No. 136, en- 
titled “An Act to amend Section 799 of the Political Code,” I am constrained 
to return it herewith to your honorable body without approval. My objections 
to this bill rést in the fact that while not appearing to do so it does in effect 
prescribe an educational qualification to enable an otherwise duly qualified 
elector to cast his ballot. D 

This bill prohibits Judges of elections from assisting any person to mark his 
ballot unless the voter is suffering from blindness or other physical disability. 
This would prevent any person unable to read the English language from exer- 
cising the franchise privilege. 

The qualifications of an elector are defined be: Section 2, Article IX of the 
Constitution, and the Legislative Assembly cannot.amend or qualify in any 
way these definitions. The Constitution does_not contemplate that a citizen 
who is unable to read shall lose his vote, yet the provisions of House Bill No. 
186 would bring about this result under our voting System. On cone onel 
` grounds, therefore, I must withhold my approval of the bill.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives: 

Your Committee appointed to examine State Institutions in Eastern Mon- 
tana, respectfully beg leave to report that they examined the Reform School 
at Miles City, findine-therein thirty-one (31) boys and seven (7) girls; the boys 
ranging from men òf twenty-six (26) years of age, down to six (6) years. 

We found the buildings well heated and ventilated and the occupants appar- 
ently well cared for; furnished with wholesome food and an abundance of it. 

It is the opinion of your Committee that as soon as the State can reasonably 
provide separate buildings forthe boys and girls it should be done. 

It is also the opinion of your Committee that an additional tract of land of 

eighty (80) to one hundred and twenty (120) acres should be provided for this 
Institution, in order to furnish constant employment, especially to the larger 
male occupants of the.school. 

By this additional tract, the school, by the labor of the larger boys, could 


? 
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provide ample product from the soil to at least maintain its tables for the occu- 
pants and faculty. 


It is our opinion it is important that boys older than eighteen (18) years PER 


not be ađmitted to this school. 


We also found two little girls, between the age of five &) and seven D, Sior 


it seems to us are entirely out of place in this Institution and should be immedi- 


ately sent to the Orphans’ Home at Twin Bridges. These are bright little girls, 


but are constantly thrown into the society of the larger ones who have been 
sent there because of their way wardness. f 

‘It also seems to us that the expenses of maintaining this Institution are some- 
what in excess of what they should be in consideration of the number of occu- 
pants. 

And that the clerical forces employed there somewhat larger than the neces- 
sities would seem to require. On the whole it is the opinion of your Committee 
that the Institution should be carefully fostered, kept up to its highest stand- 
ard, strengthened from time to time and enlarged as fast as the necessities of 
the State demand. ; 

We believe it to be one of the most important Institutions in the State. - 


EASTERN STATE PRISON. 


Your Committee visited the Penitentiary at Billings, examined the structure 
as carefully as it was possible under the circumstances; the thermometer being 
about 20 degrees below; and, so far as we could observe, we consider the build- 
ing an excellent one; constructed of good material and in a workmanlike man- 
ner, 

We herewith append the report of Hon. J. H. Huseby, selected by the House 
as a practical mechanic to examine in detail the workmanship and material 
of the structure. 

It is our opiniog that the best interests of the State will be subserved by the 
completion of this Institution, and a division of convicts made between the 
Eastern and Western Prisons.

HUSEBY’S REPORT. 


Tt is very difficult while the thermometer registers eighteen below zero, and 
a great portion of the work is covered with snow, to inspect and report intelli- 
gently on the quality of mason work; and the report cannot be as complete as 
it otherwise might have. been. 

The walls are being constructed from a good character of grey sand stone, 
quarries within a few, hundred feet of the building. 

The cell walls are built to the top second story of cells; and most of outside 

walls are built nearly to the same ley el; probably seven thousand perches of 
rock being laid at the present. 

The cell walls are built of smaller rock and its substantiality greatly depends 
on the quality and quantity of the mortar used in the construction. Facts 
which are difficult to determine at the present owing to the frost in the walls. 

The south cell wall, near the west corner for a distance of about forty feet, 
appears to have settled since built. 
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The main or exterior walls are built of larger rock and are laid in a style com-

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 3 


Your Committee visited the Agricultural College, located at Bozeman, Found 
Institution in practical operation, conducting the school, with one hundred and 
thirty-nine (189) students, under great disadvatitages, i 

The school is conducted in three (3) buildings, located in widely different 
sections, covering an area of about three quarters (8-4) of 2 mile. 

In the opinion of your Committee, after examining the work in progress, this 
Institution should be fostered, encouraged, and suitable buildings provided, at 
the earliest possible date. 

We found there a full equipment for conducting manual training. A veterin- 
ary department well equipped. The chemical laboratory in splendid condition; 
well equipped. Together with all other branches comprising the present course 
of instructions, . 

The College farm is located within the City limits of the City of Bozeman and 
contain one hundred and eighty (180) acres. 

Large crops have been raised this year and your Committee are impressed 
with the fact that this Institution is peme conducted for the best interests of 
the State. 


DEAF, DUMB AND BLIND SCHOOL. 


Your Committee also examined the Deaf, Dumb and Blind School, located at 
Boulder, and found same in condition as follows: 

The building occupied and used for the Institution is a small nine (9) room 
frame building. 

We deem it very unsafe, TA for the deaf and blind in case of fire. 

The accommodations are poor. The supplies are very limited for the use of 
teachers in instructing the children. 

We find thirteen (18) children at present in the school, and twenty-six (26) 
other applicants, earnestly requesting to be admitted, but cannot be for lack of 
room. 

We find the Superintendent, Mr. Tillenghast, manifesting great interest in 
the Institution. He takes great pride in his work, and we believe he is a cap- 
able instructor and an economical manager. 

_ We deem the Institution a great public necessity and would most earnestly 


„urge that it be fostered, and if possible kept in pace with the demand, so that 


all those that apply may be admitted without delay.
